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Selectmen’s Report 


The community spirit is alive and well in Chester. We have people who “step up to the 
plate” and hit “home runs” each and every time. Yet, the percentages at our decision- 
making meetings are low when we compare to the overall population of our Town; and 
we are a microcosm of the overall State and National statistics. As you know, any of us 
can complain about “how much we pay in taxes; how little we receive, or how outrageous 
our spending gets.” Yet, in the public meetings held to determine how our community 
spends, for example, not even 10% of registered voters attended the two hours at the one 
legislative meeting that determined over 75% of our tax burden. 


This commentary is not meant to chastise any of us. It is meant to be a reality check; a 
request, a plea for participation, so that those whom you have elected to lead the day-to- 
day management of our Town are informed of the direction the majority of our residents 
desire. 


Much has been accomplished this year but many questions remain. Last year, we debated 
over the addition of a police officer. The present Board of Selectmen has debated as 
well, believing that our Town is gravitating toward twenty-four-hour coverage. This 
came to an abrupt climax when concerns arose over a “break-in” at an occupied home at 
5:30 in the early morning. The State Police responded as quickly as possible, but they 
were at the eastern side of the county, twenty-five minutes away. 


As a community that is responsible to its inhabitants and neighbors, your Board of 
Selectmen felt it was their duty to react. We believed that the sentiment expressed at last 
year’s Town Meeting, and the comments, concerns, and conundrums that we have heard 
led us to our present beliefs. This was not done as a “spur-of-the-moment” thought. 
There was much deliberation, comparisons, and conversation that transpired. Out of last 
year’s budget, the Board of Selectmen and Police Chief Burke were able to hire a 
certified officer. We would like to hire one more this year in order to maintain adequate 
twenty-four-hour coverage. (As a side note, the Board of Selectmen and the Budget 
Committee disagree on how this should be presented at Town Meeting. The Board of 
Selectmen would like to include it in the overall budget, and the Budget Committee 
wished for it to be presented as a Warrant Article.) As you will note, it has been 
presented as a Warrant Article. The Board of Selectmen believes that the passage of this 
Article is in the best interest of our Town. Please express your opinions. 


On the front cover is our new “Rescue Fire vehicle” which was voted in at last year’s 
Town Meeting. This and other improvements that have been made over the years are a 
benefit to both the Town and to your individual households. As a certified department, 
we became eligible for additional grant and equipment. This should help our residents 
with their insurance premiums and provide a greater protection for our inhabitants and 
Visitors. 


One benefit is in the Warrant Article we are asking you to discuss. The Fire Department 
has applied for a grant of over $700,000, which, to be eligible, we will have to raise 


13 
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$35,000. This equates to Chester replacing two twenty-plus-year vehicles with a brand 
new one for only five percent of purchase value. 


If we do not receive the grant, we will not spend the money. And we should thank our 
grant writer, Erin Newnan, for finding this and several other grants for which we have 
already been approved. 


Three of our Warrant Articles are bonds. Two are being presented by the Board of 
Selectmen and the Road Agent. It is our belief that the citizenry of our Town should 
determine the priorities of the repairs of our infrastructure. Roads are a necessary evil; 
not that they are bad. They provide us with means to earn a living, to protect our homes, 
and to give us ease of travel. But, we also need to support and to repair them, no matter 
how they are constructed. Any surface subjected to the elements and continued use has a 
“life expectancy.” It is our responsibility to determine when we can afford to allow our 
collective budgets to fund these necessary repairs. Your Board of Selectmen understands 
the present economic times, we are taxpayers also; but in a democracy, five votes of the 
Selectmen are less than 1% of the registered 3,000 plus voters in our Town. We will 
make our recommendations known, but we believe that it is in the best interest of our 
citizens to allow the debate of the merits of these Warrant Articles. 


The same could be and should be said about the third bond issue, the repair of Wason 
Pond Dam. Discussion has occurred at previous Town Meetings. A plan is in place, but 
the funding has been a continuing issue. It is suggested that the present Warrant Article 
is a palatable and viable solution. Please attend, voice your opinion, and listen to others. 
Then, let us all decide. 


With that thought in mind, consider the operating budget of the Town. Yes, this year it 
has gone up, and so have costs for all of us. We pay more for utilities, heat, and services. 
Insurance has risen. Chester is like any other entity, whether household, school district, 
business, local, State or Federal government. Some obligations are new and are items we 
created. Others are older and are obligations we have inherited. Many of you may not 
realize that our operating budget is a bottom-line budget. Funds can be moved around. 
Warrant Articles are “subject specific” and those funds can only be used for the subject 
referenced in the Article. If you find that there is a specific item that should be supported 
or amended, the time to do this is May 12" at our Town Meeting. The budgets presented 
by the Board of Selectmen and the Budget Committee are recommendations, and in no 
way should be considered our final budget. 


Our budget is supplemented on occasion by the wisdom of our citizens who voted years 
ago to allow the Board of Selectmen to accept gifts, grants, and donations. We have been 
very fortunate to have people who are knowledgeable and aggressive in locating and 
applying for these additional funds. As previously mentioned, Erin Newnan has stepped 
forward and continues to assist with our grant writing with over a million dollars having 
been applied for. Patricia Martin, the Board of Selectmen’s Administrative Assistant 
(who incidentally prepared this Town Report) has frequently brought to our attention 
numerous grants such as the one which funded the brand new, drilled well at the Wason 
Pond Community Center and playground and the totally new “used-oil shed” at the 
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Transfer Station. Tim Sheehan, the new Director of our historic Public Library, applied 
for and received $2000 worth of children’s books for the literacy program. And we 
should not forget to thank our younger citizens who unselfishly donate and contribute 
with their good works. Two that immediately come to mind are the beautification of the 
gardens in front of Stevens Memorial Hall (our former Town Hall) by the Girl Scouts in 
quest for their Gold Badge, and donations and equipping of a trailer for our Emergency 
Management Program by Nick Young, who received his Boy Scouts Eagle Award for 
this project. Again, thank you.

Volunteerism and the Community Spirit. That is what we are about. I am sure that many 
names have been overlooked inadvertently. But this was not done with any intention to 
slight anyone’s assistance, contribution, or time. The word “community” should bring us 
all together. All with differing opinions, views and goals, from those in “Field of 
Dreams” to the 4-H Groups; from the supporters of the VFW Post to the Chester 
Historical Society; from the Budget Committee to the Board of Selectmen. We are all 
here for one goal — to see and to believe in the Town of Chester and perpetuate it as our 
community.

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REPORT OF INDEPENDENT AUDITORS 


To the Board of Selectmen 


We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the governmental activities, the discretely 
presented component unit, each major fund, and the aggregate remaining fund information of the 
Town of Chester, New Hampshire, as of and for the year ended June 30, 2009, which collectively 
comprise the Town of Chester’s basic financial statements as listed in the index. These financial 
statements are the responsibility of the Town of Chester’s management. Our responsibility is to 
express opinions on these financial statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United 
States of America. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable 
assurance about whether the financial statements are free of material misstatement. An audit 
includes examining on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial 
statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and significant estimates 
made by management, as well as evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. We believe 
that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinions. 


The Town has not adopted the provisions of GASB Statement #45 (Accounting and Financial 
Reporting by Employers for Postemployment Benefits Other Than Pensions) for the reporting of 
postemployment health insurance benefits. The Town does NOT pay any of the costs associated 
with the postemployment health insurance benefits of retirees. However, because of current NH 
RSA’s, the Town is required to carry the retirees on its health insurance policy at the same premium 
as current employees (See Note V F). The amount by which this departure would affect the 
liabilities, net assets and expenses of the major funds is not reasonably determinable. 


In our opinion, except for the effects of not implementing GASB Statement #45 as described in the 
preceding paragraph, the financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, 
the respective financial position of the governmental activities, the discretely presented component 
unit, each major fund, and the aggregate remaining fund information of the Town of Chester, New 
Hampshire, as of June 30, 2009 and the respective changes in financial position and cash flows, 
where applicable, thereof, for the year then ended in conformity with accounting principles generally 
accepted in the United States of America. 
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The management’s discussion and analysis and budgetary comparison information on pages 
3 through 8 and 39 through 42 are not a required part of the basic financial statements but are 
supplemental information required by accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of 
America. We have applied certain limited procedures, which consisted principally of inquiries of 
management regarding the methods of measurement and presentation of the supplemental information. 
However, we did not audit the information and express no opinion on it.

As management of the Town of Chester, we offer readers of the Town’s Financial Statements this 


narrative overview and analysis of the financial activities of the Town for the fiscal year ended June 30, 
2009. We encourage readers to consider the information presented here in conjunction with additional 
information furnished in the financial statements and notes of this report. 


FINANCIAL HIGHLIGHTS 


e The assets of the Town of Chester exceeded its liabilities at the close of the fiscal year by 
$15,728,325 (net assets). Of this amount, $1,165,255 (unrestricted net assets) may be used to 
meet the Town’s ongoing obligations to citizens and creditors in accordance with the Town’s 
fund designation and fiscal policies. 


e The Town’s total net assets increased by $469,936. 


e As of the close of the current fiscal year, the Town of Chester’s combined governmental funds 
reported ending fund balances of $2,920,119 of which 72.6% ($2,121,352) of this total is 
unreserved and available for use. 


e At the end of the current fiscal year, the unreserved fund balance in the General Fund was 
$1,120.370 or 9.4% of the General Fund’s expenditures. 


OVERVIEW OF THE FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
This discussion and analysis is intended to serve as an introduction to the Town’s basic financial 
statements. The Town’s financial statements are compromised of three components: 
1. Government-wide financial statements 
2. Fund financial statements 
3. Notes to the financial statements 
This report also contains other supplementary information in addition to the basic financial statements 


themselves. 


Government-wide Financial Statements - These statements are designed to provide readers with a broad 
overview of the Town’s finances in a manner similar to a private-sector business. 


The Statement of Net Assets presents information on all the Town’s Assets and Liabilities, with the 
difference between the two reported as net assets. Over time, increases or decreases in net assets may 
serve as a useful indicator of whether the financial position of the Town is improving or deteriorating. 


The Statement of Activities presents information showing how the Town’s net assets changed during the 
fiscal year. All changes in net assets are reported when the underlying events giving rise to the change 
occurs, regardless of the timing of related cash flows. Thus, revenues and expenses are reported in this 
statement for some items that will only result in cash flows in the future fiscal periods. (For example 
uncollected taxes and earned but unused compensated absences.)

The governmental activities of the Town include general government and administration, public safety, 
development services and culture and recreation. 


Fund Financial Statements - A fund is a grouping of related accounts that is used to maintain control 
over resources that have been segregated for specific activities or objectives. The Town, like other state 
and local governments, uses fund accounting to ensure and demonstrate compliance with finance-related 
legal requirements. All of the funds of the Town can be divided into two categories: governmental funds 
and fiduciary funds. 


Governmental Funds - Governmental funds are used to account for essentially the same functions 
reported as governmental activities in the government-wide financial statements. However, unlike the 
government-wide financial statements, governmental fund financial statements focus on current sources 
and uses of spendable resources, as well as on balances of spendable resources available at the end of the 
fiscal year. Such information may be useful in evaluating a government’s near-term financing 
requirements. | . 


Because the focus of governmental funds is narrower than that of the government-wide financial 
Statements, it is useful to compare the information presented for governmental funds with similar 
information presented for governmental activities in the government-wide financial statements. By doing 
so, readers may better understand the long-term effect of the government’s near-term financing decisions. 
Both the governmental funds balance sheet and the governmental fund statements of revenues, 
expenditures, and changes in fund balances provide a reconciliation to facilitate this comparison between 
governmental funds and governmental activities. 


The Town maintains fourteen governmental funds. Data from thirteen of these funds are combined into a 
single aggregated presentation. 


Notes To The Financial Statements — The notes provide additional information that is essential to a full 
understanding of the data provided in the government-wide and fund financial statements. 


GOVERNMENTAL WIDE FINANCIAL ANALYSIS 


Net assets may serve over time as a useful indicator of government’s financial position. The Town of 
Chester’s assets exceeded liabilities by $15,728,325. 


The largest portion of the Town’s net assets (84.7%) reflects it investments in capital assets (e.g. land, 
buildings, equipment, improvements, construction in progress and infrastructure) less any debt used to 
acquire those assets that is still outstanding. The Town uses these capital assets to provide service to 
citizens; as a result these assets are not available for future spending. Although the Town’s investment in 
its capital assets is reported net of related debt, it should be noted that the resources needed to repay this 
debt must be provided from other sources, since the capital assets themselves cannot be used to liquidate 
these liabilities.

Financial Analysis of the Governmental Funds 


The focus of the Town of Chester’s governmental funds is to provide information on near-term inflows, 
outflows, and balances of spendable resources. Such information is useful in assessing the Town’s 
financing requirements. In particular, the unreserved fund balance may serve as a useful measure of 
governments net resources available for spending at the end of the fiscal year. 


At the end of the fiscal year the Town of Chester’s governmental funds reported a combined ending fund 
balance of $2,920,119. Approximately 72.6% of this total amount ($2,121,352) constitutes the unreserved 
fund balance. The remainder of the fund balance is reserved to indicate it is not available for new 


spending because it has been committed 1) to pay for encumbrances ($53,608) and 2) reserved for 
Permanent Funds Principal ($745,159).

The fund balance at the end of the fiscal year of $2,920,119 maintains a reasonable financial position for 
the Town. 


General Fund Budgeting Highlights 

Revenues for the fiscal year exceeded the budgeted revenues by $63,911. Total Town expenditures 
(including capital outlay) were more than budget by $85,553. The additional revenue, combined with 
spending, resulted in revenues being less than expenditures by $21,592. 

Capital Assets 

The Town of Chester’s investments in Capital Assets for its activities as of June 30, 2009 amounts to 
$15,382,553 (net of accumulated depreciation). This investment in capital assets includes land, buildings, 


equipment, vehicles, infrastructure and construction in progress.

Economic Factors and Next Year’s Budget & Rates 


The Town of Chester, located in Rockingham County, allows for easy access to major cities and 
municipalities with major interstates surrounding its boarders. In Massachusetts including Greater Boston, 
Haverhill, Lawrence, Lowell & Andover while the New Hampshire communities of Manchester, Nashua, 
Concord & Portsmouth are all within easy commuting distance. Between the years 1990 to 2006 
Chester’s population grew 69%. 


As of June 30, 2009, New Hampshire’s unemployment rate was 6.8%. Rockingham County was at 6.1% . 
Both are below the national average of 9.5%. 


As a result of the slowing economic factors and rising population, the Town is striving to meet the 
demands of the community while working within the confines of appropriations for only those items that 


-are truly necessary. The 2009-2010 budget showed a decrease of 7.7 %.

For Fiscal Year 2010-2011 
Proposed Budget 


To the Citizens of Chester: 


Operating under State of New Hampshire RSA Chapter 32, the Chester Municipal Budget 
Committee is charged with assisting the voting public in the prudent appropriation of funds 
for the Town of Chester. 


The Budget Committee takes into account previous years’ spending, as well as actual year-to- 
date spending while reviewing the budget. The Committee met with, or offered to meet with, 
all departments to discuss their requests. The Committee requires actual estimates, showing 
some level of a scope of work in order for the request to be considered. Requests for 
appropriations that were not supported with acceptable documentation were not 
recommended. 


The Budget Committee has taken the position that the voters should know what they are 
voting to spend their money on. In keeping with that theme, the Committee requires that 
large capital items or new employment positions should be placed in separate warrant articles 
so that costs are clear to the voter, as opposed to being lost within the budget. Understanding 
that new employees carry a substantial cost in both their salary and benefits, and will become 
a long-term cost, once adopted, it becomes imperative that voters should decide through the 
ballot process on accepting or rejecting the warrant article authorizing new hires. 


During the Committee’s review of the proposed budget that was submitted by the Selectmen, 
as well as the departments’ budget requests, budgetary priorities were considered carefully in 
light of the challenges of the economic recession. Anticipated revenues were carefully 
considered. The operating budget (warrant article #19) proposed by the Budget Committee 
reflects an increase in spending over last year’s operating budget of $324,182 or 
approximately 10.2 percent. The operating budget proposed by the Selectmen reflects an 
increase in spending over last year’s operating budget of $477,497 or approximately a 15 
percent. The Budget Committee is supporting warrant articles in the amount of $1,207,654 as 
opposed to the Board of Selectmen’s recommendation of $3,205,007. We differ both in our 
conservative fiscal approach as well as our concern about the prudence of increasing 
personnel during a time of questionable financial stability. 


As you review the proposed budget detail that is included in this annual report, you will see 
that some departments show substantial increases over last year’s budget. Some of these are 
listed below: 


e Benefits—When comparing the total benefit cost to last year, one can see that the cost 
of benefits in the Budget Committee’s recommended budget has increased by $69,372 
or 21%. Several factors have impacted this increase:

1. Health Insurance—Health insurance has increased by 27.3% and dental 
insurance has increased by 5.5% as shown below:

2. New Hampshire Retirement—Employer contributions to the New Hampshire 
Retirement System have increased by $20,897; a 31.3 percent increase over the 
prior year. 

3. Additional Personnel--In addition to the benefit cost increases, an additional 
full time police officer was hired in January, 2010. The benefits for that 
employee are now included. 


e General Government Buildings—This budget includes a one time expenditure of 
$20,000. to repair the roofs at the highway garage (old fire station) and the community 
center at Wason Pond. 

e Highway—The two significant increases to this budget are the plow line and the 
asphalt line. Last year the plow line was reduced by $85,000 so that the Winter 
Maintenance Reserve Fund, which was overfunded in 2008, would be spent down. 
This line has been restored to $160,000. which includes a $10,000. increase. 

e Police—This budget includes funding for two additional full-time police officers over 
last year’s recommended budget. The first hire was the result of an amended warrant 
article approved by the voters at last May’s Town Meeting. The second (unbudgeted) 
hire was approved at a December 2009 Board of Selectmen meeting. 


The effect of the economy over the past year has resulted in this budget review being among 
the most challenging the Committee has faced in many years. Nonetheless, we welcome the 
responsibility of assisting Chester’s taxpayers in our review of the operating budget, warrant 
articles, and bond requests. It is always our goal to carry out this review effectively, 
professionally, and in a fiscally responsible manner.

This has been a quiet year as far as elections are concerned. There will only be a school 
deliberative session, a school election, and a town election between July 2009 and June 
2010. 


Also, we have had several state mandated sessions for the correction of the checklist, and 
thirty-day letters are to be sent to those voters believed to no longer reside in Chester so 
that the checklist be kept as up-to-date as possible. 


We purchased five new voting booths to help us meet compliance on the number of 
voting booths per voter in the various elections. 


At the end of February, there were 3,373 registered voters in Chester. There are 1,455 
Chester residents who are registered as undeclared or independent, 1,274 registered 
Republicans, and 643 registered Democrats. Included in the aforementioned statistics is a 
pending removal of one voter. Five new voters were registered and twenty-seven have 
been removed. 


Registration sessions are noticed by postings at the Town Offices, the Post Office, in the 
Tri-Town Times, and on Channel 20. Additionally, the Town Sign located in the center 
of Chester in front of Stevens Memorial Hall will display the date, time and place for 
voters to register, change party, or make corrections to their registered information. 
Other options to voters are to register at the Town Clerk’s Office during their regular 
business hours up until ten (10) days prior to the election. It is necessary that you bring 
proof of citizenship, age and residency when you come in. 


As always, we wish to thank the ballot clerks who work so diligently and politely 
assuring that our elections run smoothly. Additionally, we are especially grateful to Tom 
Ciccarello and the Londonderry Woodworking Class for their superb production of the 
new cherry ballot box and to the Boy Scouts of America, Troop 163, for their donation of 
the materials in the making of the box. The end result of these concerted efforts and 
initiatives to replace our old, beaten ballot box with such a beautiful, bold one goes down 


in our history as an example of how our citizens come together for the betterment of our 
Town. 


We look forward to a busy year with the Primary and General Election coming up in the 
fall as well as our March and May local elections.

Budgetary Challenges 2008-2009 


The ice storm of December 2008 and the debris cleanup in the spring of 2009 presented 
budgetary challenges for the Town of Chester. Storm related eligible costs for the FEMA 
disaster amounted to $151,021. The ice storm expenses totaled $64,167; the spring clean 
up totaled $86,854. In a FEMA declared disaster, the federal government reimburses the 
town 75% of eligible expenses, the state reimburses 12'2% of eligible expenses and the 
town absorbs the other 12'2% which should have been $18,878. 


In fiscal 2008-2009, the town only received a federal reimbursement of only $93,071. 
This left a balance owed to the town from the federal government and from the state of 
New Hampshire of $39,073, thus forcing the town to absorb $57,951 of expenses from 
the FEMA disaster. 


As a result of these unanticipated expenses, town departments worked hard to scale back 
their spending. Needed equipment was not purchased and needed projects and needed 
maintenance were postponed. Fiscal 2008-2009 ended with a $42,540 surplus in the 
operating budget of which the Board of Selectmen used $40,000 to help decrease the 
town portion of the tax rate. 


Budgetary Challenges 2009-2010 


Taking into account the state of the economy, the Board of Selectmen recommended a 
budget for 2009-2010 of $3,439,589, a reduction of $5,309 from the 2008 - 2009 budget. 
The budget committee recommendation of $3,179,989 decreased the 2008 - 2009 budget 
by $264,909 or 7.7% over the previous year. With those cuts public safety (Fire & Police) 
saw a reduction of 24.3%; and the Highway Department saw a reduction of 13.8%.

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In the 2009-2010 budget, employee raises and benefits in the amount of $27,262 were cut 
by the Budget Committee and have not been funded. Due to public safety concerns, the 
Board of Selectmen felt obligated to add an additional full time police officer in order to 
provide more police coverage for the town. The salary and benefits for this new officer 
will amount to $20,419 this fiscal year. The Town will need to find an additional $47,681 
from existing department budgets. This will impact what services can and cannot be 
provided to the citizens of Chester.

As your Trustees of Chester’s Trust Funds, we meet regularly throughout the year to 
monitor the performance of the funds invested in the Town’s trust and capital reserve 
accounts and to ensure that funds are invested in accord with the laws of the State of New 
Hampshire and the Town’s investment policies. 


In addition, we make certain that new funds are invested promptly and properly, and that 
payments are made to beneficiaries of the funds in accordance with the stipulations of the 
individual funds. Finally, we file annual reports with the State of New Hampshire and 
provide complete information on the funds to the Board of Selectmen through the Town’s 
Financial Director, to the Town’s Budget Committee and to the Town’s auditing firm. A 
copy of the State Report is published elsewhere in this Town Report for your review. 


The Trustees are advised by an accredited professional financial firm in managing the 
investment of the Town’s funds. 


During the past year, improvements in the equity markets have increased the value of the 
Town’s trust funds; however, almost all of the trust fund and capital reserve fund revenue 
comes from interest on fixed income and money market investments. Since interest rates 
have remained low throughout the year, while the revenue distributed to beneficiaries is 
expected to increase in Fiscal Year 2009-2010 over Fiscal Year 2008-2009, the increase 
is expected to be more moderate than that of the overall value of the trust funds’ 
diversified portfolio of equity and bond funds.

The Assessing Department has continued to make changes during this past year to keep 
up with the changing times and the changing real estate market. Most recently we have 
been gearing up for our upcoming town-wide revaluation. The town is scheduled to 
undergo a complete revaluation by September of 2011. What this means is everyone’s 
assessments will be reviewed and brought to 100% of market value. At this point, due to 
the decline in real estate values, all of our properties are over assessed by approximately 
15-20%. We plan to begin the revaluation in January 2011. 


There will be many public notifications and mailings to keep the public aware of the 
process and keep all informed. The biggest factor in having the revaluation be a success 
depends on the accuracy of the information we receive from individual homes. It is 
requested that if the appraisers come to your property, you support our efforts to keep 
assessments equitable and correct by answering their questions and allowing them to 
measure and list (describe) your structures. If you have any questions or concerns, please 
feel free to call the office; and we will be happy to answer and assist! 


We have been continuing to work on improving our on-line Assessing search database 
website. If you have not yet viewed our website, we urge you to go to the site and let us 
know what you think. The public is able to search our properties on the web and to 
obtain basic information on most properties in town. The site can be accessed through the 
town website, www.chesternh.org, then via the Assessing Department. There is also a 
public computer in the hallway at Town Hall for the public to access the website during 
business hours. 


Municipal Resources, Inc. continues to be our contracted assessing firm on a limited, 
part-time basis. Scott Marsh is assigned as our primary assessing agent. He now 
performs only the more advanced assessing procedures that are needed, as well as, 
training supervision so our staff can continue advancing in the assessing field.

Over the past year, the Planning Board has discussed and drafted revisions to certain 
town planning documents. As a result of this process, the Planning Board has several 
zoning ordinance amendments to present to the voters of Chester. Some of the proposed 
amendments are required in order to bring the town’s zoning ordinance into compliance 
with current state statutes and planning documents. The Planning Board is also 
recommending other amendments in order to refine and clarify the zoning ordinance in 
light of insights and experience derived from the use and application of the existing 
ordinance. 


Community Technical Assistance Program (CTAP) 


Over the past two years the Planning Board has received a total of $33,000.00 in CTAP 
grants; in 2008, an $8,000.00 grant was received to develop a Storm Water Management 
Plan, and in 2009, a $15,000.00 grant was received to study and develop an impact fee 
ordinance and $10,000.00 to update the Site Plan Review Regulations. 


The grant to update the Town of Chester Site Plan Review Regulations will also explore 
the possibility of expanding the current Limited Commercial/Light Industrial Zone and 
study whether a Village Plan would be a feasible and desirable planning alternative for 
the center of town.

Southern New Hampshire Planning Commission (SNHPC) 


SNHPC continues to assist the Planning Board by offering general information regarding 
issues with a regional impact, updating planning documents and keeping the Board 
informed of changes in the Community Technical Assistance Program (CTAP). SNHPC 
is currently working with the Planning Board on updating the Chester Site Plan Review 
Regulations noted above. 


The Planning Board will continue to take advantage of the services provided by SNHPC 
in the year ahead, particularly its professional planning services, given the impending 
widening of I-93 and its expected impact on Chester. Chester has two (2) representatives 
to the SNHPC, Jean Methot and Cynthia Robinson, who attend monthly meetings. 
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Impact Fee 


The Planning Board developed Impact Fees for the Highway Department and Recreation 
Department. Once the Planning Board adopts these fees, impact fees will be assessed on 
all new home building permits to help off set the cost to the town for improvements to 
our highways and to develop the Wason Pond ball fields. 


The Town is responsible for providing its fair share contribution to these improvements, 
so a Capital Reserve Fund Account will need to be established. Town funds would be 
deposited into these accounts on an annual basis and, along with the impact fees, would 
be used to implement the improvements listed in the Capital Improvements Program 
(CIP). 


The Town currently has limited funds available for some of the road improvements listed 
in the CIP. Additional funds are anticipated for improvements to Candia Road and North 
Pond Road. 


Capital Improvements Program (CIP) 


The CIP is the required foundation for the impact fee ordinances. The CIP reflects that 
several roads and the Wason Pond ball fields are listed for improvement. 


North Pond Road is one of the roads that are planned for improvement over the next 
couple of years. This project ties in with the Planning Board’s plan to improve the 
intersection of North Pond Road and Route 102. 


Warrant Article for Engineering Study 


The Planning Board is proposing a warrant article whose purpose is to establish a Capital 
Reserve Fund Account for an engineering study at North Pond Road and Route 102. This 
intersection is currently experiencing traffic back-ups during peak commuter hours. The 
intersection is poorly and dangerously designed, with three town roads coming together 
within 50 feet of each other. 


The intent of this study is to see what design changes can be made to lessen the traffic 
delay, what impact there will be on the wetlands, and what improvements are needed for 
North Pond Road. If the approximately 400 acres in the vicinity of this intersection are 
developed, the traffic pressures on the intersection will be significantly increased. 


The engineering study on this intersection is the first step towards applying for State 
Highway Aid grant that will become available in July 2011. The NH Department of 
Transportation (NHDOT) could reimburse the Town 80% of the project cost if the Town 
applies for State Highway Aid and goes through the State procurement process. To 
establish this account, $25,000.00 is being requested. In order for this project to be 
considered by NHDOT, a proper design, and therefore an engineering study, is required.

The Zoning Board meets on the third Tuesday of the month at the Town Hall. The office 
hours are presently 8:30 am to 12:30 pm Wednesday and Friday. Applications can be 
picked up in the ZBA or the Building Inspector’s office or can be printed on-line from the 
Town’s website.

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Village Cemetery Trustees’ Report 
2010 


This year in the Village Cemetery brought many new and different hurdles to overcome. This 
spring when the snow melted, we were left with the devastation of the ice storm of 2008. There 
were broken limbs hanging from many trees, brush strung all over graves, and stones breaking 
them into pieces. Although we submitted paperwork to FEMA to receive reimbursement for our 
losses due to the storm, we did not receive a sufficient amount allowing us to restore to the pre- 
storm condition. 


Nevertheless, in a few days, the Trustees, Sexton and crew had the brush piled up and some of 
the lower limbs cut and removed in preparation for them to be chipped. An arborist was called 
in to climb and remove the trees that were totally destroyed. There are still many stones that still 
need attention. There was very little to no damage in the Smith Road, Fremont Road or Branch 
Cemeteries from the storm. 


This year the Trustees walked the back part of the Smith Road Cemetery and were able to cut 
some of the brush. With this year’s budget, we would like to have this Cemetery surveyed and 
make a diagram that includes a road and rows for easy locating so that committals may be 
available to Town residents. This would also bring revenue in for the Town. 


In late September, one of the rocks from the Branch Cemetery fell off the hill into the westbound 
lane of Rt.102. We had the State of New Hampshire’s archeologist come out to look at the 
Cemetery rock wall before we repaired it. In turn, the archeologist sent the Trustees and the 
Selectmen a report showing the wall was failing. In order that this matter can be addressed, the 


Cemetery Trustees and the Selectmen have requested a one-time increase in our budget for 
$28,000. 


Other repairs are also needed. For example, a section of the rock wall at the Village Cemetery at 
the center of Town, located on Rt. 102 west by the tomb, is falling out towards the road. A 
proposal to remove and rebuild this wall was estimated at $17,100. So that repairs of this nature 
can be funded in a more palatable manner, the Trustees would like to place $3,000 into a CIP 
program on a yearly basis.

Chester Police Department 
Report for Calendar Year Ending 2009 


As most of you know, I was out for a few weeks this past September 
for open-heart surgery. It was a rough road but I am now fully healed 
and back to work. The kind thoughts and prayers from the people of 
Chester were many, and I cannot thank you enough for your support. I would also like to 
thank the Board of Selectmen who were extremely supportive and worked with me to 
make this life-changing experience much easier to handle. Last, but not least, I would like 
to thank Sgt. Aaron Berube and all of my Officers for stepping up to the plate and 
handling the day-to-day operations. I am so proud to be working with such dedicated and 
professional officers. 





As part of the Chester Police Department’s mission to provide professional, around-the- 
clock services, we have hired some new personnel. In addition, our goal is to add one 
more Full-Time Officer to our staff in the upcoming budget year to bring the Department 
to a full compliment for some years to come. Part-Time Officer Joe Dyrkacz was hired 
Full-Time in July and will be attending the Police Academy in April of this year. Officer 
Sean St. Onge was hired in January of this year. St. Onge comes to Chester from Danville 
and has over two years of Full-Time experience. He will be on the road after six weeks of 
in-house field training. In addition; we have hired two Part-Time Officers, Robert 
McConn and Kurt Holston, who will be on the road some time this summer. These 
Officers will be replacing Officer Hargreaves and Ortega who have left the Department 
due to family obligations. I thank them for their many years of dedicated service. 


It is not uncommon that when the economy is poor, the need for Police services 
increases. We have seen a rise in drug and alcohol related crimes as well as crimes and 
incidents involving mental illness. Dealing with mentally ill people has become more 
prevalent, and we need to be constantly aware of how to deal with these incidents with an 
open mind. Our Officers will continue to train in these areas to keep updated on new laws 
and regulations pertaining to the mentally ill. I believe this is a very important part of our 
job. 


There were more burglaries, attempted burglaries, and bad check cases this year than in 
previous years. Stolen and repossessed vehicle reports are also on the rise. There is not 
one particular thing to blame. These crimes are usually fueled by drugs and the poor 
economy and seem to come in bunches. Being such a small Department with limited 
resources, it is often tough to spend the long hours it takes to follow up on leads and to 
develop suspects. How I wish it were like C.S.I. and we could solve a crime in one hour 
with limited commercials. Unfortunately, it is sometimes impossible to drop everything 
when you are the only Officer on duty, the phone is ringing off the hook, and you are 
answering call after call. My goal is to have an Officer/Detective work specifically on 
criminal activity and burglaries while another Officer answers calls and does motor 
vehicle work. There is no doubt that the solvability rate will increase dramatically with 
this goal realized. 
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Driving while intoxicated and motor vehicle accidents increased substantially in 2009. 
Also, we have seen an increase in drugged driving and negligent driving. Many drivers 
continue to take medications, talk on their phone, text, eat, and even apply makeup while 
driving. This can be extremely dangerous. Our Officers will continue to be on the look 
out for these drivers and make arrests when necessary. 


We will be conducting several grant-funded patrols in the upcoming months to get drunk 
and drugged drivers off the road and motorists to slow down. It is devastatingly sad when 
someone loses his or her life to an impaired or distracted driver. Our hearts go out to the 
family of seven-year-old J.J. Venner of Chester whose life ended much too quickly this 
past August on Route 102. This senseless tragedy makes us think of how much we all 
have to be thankful for. 


Officer Bouchard continues to teach D.A.R.E. at the Chester Academy and our Officers 
are encouraged to interact with the youth of Chester whenever they can. I am involved 
with Read Across America and attend the Chester Academy Mid Winter Mingle with 
Fire Chief Rich Antoine every year. We also host many Boy Scouts’ and Girl Scouts’ 
meetings at our Police Station. I am very proud to say that local resident, Thomas 
Cannon, will be attending the Police Cadet Academy for the third year. This year he will 
be taking on a leadership role. This is a great program and I wish him luck this summer. I 
feel that fostering positive relationships with the youth of Chester is extremely important. 
As my Mom used to say, “You catch more flies with honey than you do with vinegar.” 


By the time you read this report, our Department will be NIMS compliant (National 
Incident Management System). Officers were able to take the required courses online. 
Supervisors were required to take several hours of in-class training in addition to the 
online training. Sgt. Berube has been accepted to the Leadership Institute and will take 
part in a two-year certification course sponsored by Antioch College. Other courses taken 
by our officers include Firearms Instructor, Shotgun Instructor, Defensive Tactics 
Instructor, Taser Instructor, O.C. Instructor, Simunitions, CPR, and legal updates. We 
offer and encourage training to our officers in order to keep up with the many changes 
that occur in our profession from year to year. 


In closing, I would ask that you continue to support your Police Department and continue 
the great partnership we have shared since I have become Chief of Police. I believe the 
Department has made some great strides in a short period of time and I hope that 
continues. Part of what makes this Department run so successfully is my dedicated 
employees. Unfortunately, it is sometimes hard to retain these employees without 
offering them competitive wages and benefits. We are all public servants and benefits 
mean a great deal to our families and to us. I ask that you continue to support our 
Officers so they will stay here for many years to come. The Chester Police Department 
can only be as good as the taxpayers allow it to be. 
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I am proud to serve the Town of Chester as their Police Chief. Please do not hesitate to 
call me, e-mail me, or stop by and see me with any concerns, problems, or ideas that you 
may have. Together we can make our community a place that we are proud to call home.

Calendar year 2009 was our first year in a while when we did not have a major weather 
event. We responded to 438 calls throughout the year. However, the weather has come back 
with a vengeance in 2010. We have already serviced over 200 calls in the first 2-1/2 months 
of the year. We provide 24/7 emergency services coverage for the Town. Our station is 
manned weekdays from 7:30am to 6:00pm by 2 full-time Firefighter/EMTs. Weeknight and 
weekend hours are covered by a Duty Officer and a staff of paid, on-call members. 


My thanks go out to all of our members, past and present, who have served the needs of our 
Town through the Fire Department. We have honored their selfless efforts and dedication to 
the Town with a plaque at the base of our flagpole which reads, “Honoring past members 
and families of the Chester Fire Department who have given exemplary service and shown 
outstanding dedication to the department.” Besides response to calls, our members give 
many volunteer hours to education and training for their certifications and to support 
community events. It takes great dedication to be able to balance the needs of the 
Department with those of family and their regular jobs. We are grateful to have a good 
working relationship with the Road Agent and our Police Department. They work with us 
on many emergency calls throughout the year, and we appreciate their expertise and 
professionalism. Also, I would like to recognize a particular individual for his service and 
dedication to the Town of Chester. After almost 30 years, our Deputy Chief, Jack Cadieux, 
has retired. Not only was Jack a mentor to me coming on as Chief, but also he delayed his 
retirement to assist with making my transition to Chief more seamless. I wish him well. 


Training for our 35 members is a priority, so that we can provide a high level of care and 
response. We have completed a training program put in place in 2008 with the assistance of 
a $20,000 grant that not only provided extensive training for our members, but also reached 
out to our mutual aid partners. This program included certification training for EMT-Basics, 
EMT-Intermediates, Firefighter I, Firefighter II, Driver-Operator, Pump Operator, SCBA , 
Flashover, and Rapid Intervention Team training. As a Department, we also train every 
Tuesday night and two Sundays each month to build teamwork and to sharpen our skills. 
More than half of our members are certified as both a firefighter and an EMT. 


I am proud to announce that on March 1, 2010, Rescue 1 was put into service as our first due 
response vehicle for medical calls. Within the first two weeks of being in service, we 
responded to several medical calls and vehicle collisions in which we needed to get patients 
out of the elements to provide the best care possible. We have been licensed by the State to 
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run Rescue 1 at the Advanced Life Support (ALS) level and are able to transport if needed. 
As a Department, we are well equipped to provide this level of care. Currently, we have 25 
EMTs, 11 certified as EMT-Basics, 7 as EMT-Intermediates, and 7 as EMT-Paramedics. 
Two of our EMT-Intermediate members are going to medic school and will be certified as 
Paramedics by next year. On behalf of all of the members of the Department, I would like to 
thank you for supporting the acquisition of the new rescue. It will serve our residents very 
well in the coming years. 


There are a few projects I would like to mention. In 2008, we started to look for outside 
funding to help us make Automatic Electronic Defibrillators (AED) available in many of the 
public buildings in the Town. Thanks to two grants and support from residents, there are 
now 10 AEDs located in strategic places around Town. Each is registered with 9-1-1 and 
can be accessed by residents. Because of this program, our certified CPR instructors, and 
our CPR classes available each month at the station, the Town of Chester qualifies for State 
recognition as a HeartSafe Community. Also, as of this spring, we are starting the final phase 
of the process for getting our ISO (Insurance Services Office) rating reviewed. This will be 
a flow test to measure our water supply capabilities for a structure fire. We expect to have a 
new rating in the coming year. Over the past year, the Chester Firefighters’ Association has 
been working to restore our 1930 Model A fire truck. Our goal is to have it ready for the 
100" anniversary of the dedication of Stevens Memorial Hall. 


We continue to pursue grant funding for equipment, training, and community projects. We 
have over $1,000,000 in grant applications submitted to FEMA awaiting approval. Projects 
waiting for grant funding include a quint (combination pumper and ladder) to replace two 
27-year-old vehicles, Ladder 1 and Engine 1, upgrade of our SCBA (air packs) to meet 
current NFPA standards, and the purchase of a fire prevention trailer. This year, we have 
already purchased over $54,000 in equipment with grant funding and donations, including 
the AEDs, training materials for CPR classes, a ceiling mounted projector, over 200 smoke 
detectors, an emergency operations generator for the firehouse, and the additional equipment 
we needed for Rescue 1 to run at the ALS level, including a Massimo RAD 57 patient CO 
monitor, the stretcher, the stair chair, and an Easy I/O for establishing intravenous access on 
critical patients. 


On-site inspections of gas and oil heating systems, chimneys, woodstoves, pellet stoves, and 
sprinkler systems are available as needed. Installation of these systems requires a permit 
from the Fire Department. Over 150 fire safety inspections were completed in 2009. Life 
safety and daycare inspections are provided by appointment. We look forward to offering 
Fire Prevention and Safety Programs to our residents to increase awareness and safety. CPR 
classes are available at our station every month. Please call to sign up. 


Residents are reminded that a burn permit is required for all outside fires. Burn permits are 
provided at no charge and must be obtained on the day you plan to burn. The State 
determines, daily, whether burning is allowed or not. Seasonal permits are available for 
campfires. For full details of the ordinances for burning, please call the Fire Station or see 
the Chester website www.chesternh.org .

The 
balance amount of 74 permits were for garages, barns, sheds, additions, renovations, 
generators, electrical, plumbing, mechanical, etc.

Because of the sharp increase in energy costs, many people are installing alternate 
heating systems and generators. Permits and inspections are required for all heating 
systems, stoves, fireplaces, water heaters, generators, etc. Fire Chief Rich Antoine and | 
are working diligently to insure the proper and safe installation of these systems, which 
can pose a Serious safety risk if not installed correctly. 


The purpose of Building & Fire Codes is to protect public health and safety. Please help 
us by insuring that you get inspections on all such work performed. If there is anything 
in your area that concerns you, feel free to call the Building Inspector or Fire Chief.

Emergency Management Report 


During this past year, we have been working to achieve the goals that we set. Thanks to 
the efforts of Erin Newnan, we received the grant to fund the Emergency Operations Plan 
update, as well as half the cost of the generator installed at the Fire Department which 
serves as the Town Emergency Operations Center. The generator is up and running and 
the Emergency Operations Plan should be ready for approval soon. Another acquisition 
is a trailer for storage and transportation of equipment used by Emergency Management. 
The trailer contains our cots, blankets and signs and was supplied by Nick Young, as his 
Eagle Scout project. 


During the summer, we formed a committee from the pool of volunteers that we used in 
the shelter last year. We established rules and procedures based on recognized best 
practices. Also, we approached the School Board with our request to use the Chester 
Academy building as the shelter and to request some alterations to the generator circuitry 
to allow for hot showers and the use of the kitchen. The funding for this was from 
monies received from FEMA as payment for the use of the generator. We received the 
go ahead from the School Board. Shelter Manager, Jodie Antoine, invited Food Service 
Director, Cheryl Musser, to join us. She accepted the invitation and served 
approximately 150 meals in the aftermath of our windstorm. When the need of a shelter 
became apparent, our volunteer coordinators, Bob and Leslie Packard began the process 
of notifying and scheduling shelter supervisors. Many thanks to all the volunteers who 
participated in the aftermath of the February windstorm. 


We were required to update our Incident Command skills. Since 9/11, an effort has been 
underway to get everyone that responds to emergencies to speak using common terms 
and to use the same set of positions and rules to avoid confusion. In our effort to comply, 
most of the Fire Department, some of the Police Department and the necessary 
department heads are now certified to the needed levels. We are now in compliance with 
NIMS (National Incident Management System) requirements. 


Next year goals include: 
e Hazard Mitigation Plan update 
e Bringing our Incident Command System certifications up to 100% 
e Working on Emergency Operations Center staffing improvements

The Committee is currently meeting on a quarterly basis in the Meeting Room at 1:00 
P.M. Meeting dates for 2010 are as follows: February 19, 2010, May 21, 2010, August 
19, 2010 and November 19, 2010. 


In order for Chester to qualify for funding from the NH Highway Safety Agency, the 
town must have a Highways Safety Committee that meets on a regular basis. It is 
important for the Committee to have a variety of viewpoints from throughout the town on 
road issues. Residents from different sections of town are still needed as volunteers on 
the Committee. 


Highway safety issues discussed this past year were as follows: 


1) Passing zone near the Community Center on Route 102 (Raymond Road). 

2) Installation of a traffic control device at the intersection of Routes 102 and 121. 

3) Review of turning issue at the intersection of North Pond Road and Route 102. 

4) Halloween continues to be a large event with a number of traffic safety issues. 

5) The Committee reviews motor vehicle crash reports that have occurred on town 
roads over the past year. 


Projects that receive funding from the NH Highway Safety Agency must relate directly to 
problems or potential problems that have been identified through the analysis of available 
traffic record data. 


Members of the Committee monitor the school bus evacuation drills held at Chester 
Academy. A report of this Committee’s observations is sent to the school and bus 
company following the drills. 


The Committee strives to achieve the goals set forth in our Mission Statement and meet 
the requirements set forth in NH RSA 238.

Road Agent Report 


Thank you for your continued support as your Road Agent. 


Since last Town Meeting, we have done shoulder work to improve drainage and cut back 
brush for better accessibility to emergency vehicles, as well as regular vehicular traffic, 
on Wason Road and on sections of Birch, Rod & Gun, Cardinal, Old Sandown and Ledge 
Roads. All roadside mowing was completed in the fall of 2009. 


Even though we had an average snowfall this winter, increased icing required more 
sanding and salting than usual. We extend our thanks to the plow crews we have had for 
the past two seasons for a job well done, to the police and fire departments for assisting 
us during emergencies (especially when we had to close roads), and my personal thanks 
to our highway crew, Andy and Cabot, without whom this job would be difficult to 
perform. 


Late winter brought two severe rainstorms that caused extensive damage to our fragile 
infrastructure. Cold patching has begun on all of our roads; and due to the heavy rains, 
this work has been ongoing. 


Inasmuch as no funds were approved, again, for major road repairs, the work being done 
on our roads is temporary at best. 


We hope that this year the warrant articles for major road repairs will be approved before 
more damage is done to Town equipment and to emergency and private vehicles. A point 
of fact is that the Derry ambulance, which services Chester, will not travel on East Derry 
Road in the winter. Because of the poor condition of East Derry Road, we are adding 
unnecessary travel time in an emergency response for the ambulance to get to our 
citizens. This affects the safety of our residents and is, or should be, a serious concern for 
our Town. 


There is also a warrant article for a new dump truck (with plow and sander) to maintain 
our roads. Our current truck is showing signs of wear and requires excessive 
maintenance.

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Recycling & Solid Waste Committee 


As always, we would like to dedicate this report to the residents of Chester committed to 
preserving the environment and to reducing taxes by recycling. 


2009 Transfer Station Summary 


In 2009, the facility’s waste stream totaled 840 tons, of which 309 tons were recycled. Of 
these 309 tons, 248 tons were kitchen* (household) recyclables (see the list below). The 
average cost of recycling these kitchen recyclables was $18.51 per ton, versus a cost of 
$102.33 per ton for the compactor solid waste disposal. As a result, the recycling 
program resulted in a net savings of at least $20,721. This is a significant amount 
considering the total disposal cost of the solid waste that went into the compactor was 
$54,227. 


Overall, 36.7% percent of the Transfer Station waste stream was recycled. The 
individual cost and tonnage variances from last year are all reflections of the depressed 


economy. Consumers bought and disposed of less, and the rebates for recycled 
commodities were all lower (significantly in some cases). 


Congratulations are still due, however, to all citizens who have participated in the 
program. We continue to hover just below the 40% minimum recycling goal set for all 
municipalities by the EPA and State. This is still a commendable result and gives hope in 
the ability to meet the 40% goal. Let us continue the good work in the future!

The 
consensus still is that we have reached the practical limits to the complexity of the 
program. We therefore do not anticipate any significant additions or changes to the 
commodities recycled in the future, unless mandated by law, or some other opportunity 
for significant cost savings arises. 


We continue to note that many residents do not utilize the Transfer Station facility and 
the relative convenience it provides. We encourage residents to visit the facility and meet 
our staff. Come and take advantage of what your taxes pay for. The facility is open to 
the public on Wednesday evenings from 6:00 to 8:00 pm, and on Saturdays from 7:00 am 
to 2:00 pm. 


In closing, we would like to encourage any citizens with constructive ideas for 
improvements or who are interested in serving on the Committee, to please talk to one of 
our Transfer Station staff or contact the Office of Selectmen at 887-4979 for information 
about joining our Committee.

With the events over a three-day period, you can plan your calendar around one, two, and 
hopefully all three. Come in to see how fresh Stevens Hall looks now with restored 
horsehair plaster walls, tin ceiling and lighting in the dining room, the restored and 
painted ceiling in the auditorium, and the refinished floors throughout. The building 
looks beautiful! We hope to see you all there! 


Another ongoing project is the restoration of the Town’s Chickering & Son’s Concert 
Grand Piano which is located in the auditorium of Stevens Memorial Hall. The piano 
was sold to the town from the Chickering Factory formerly located on Tremont Street in 
Boston in 1910. It was used at least 7 times per month for various meetings of the 
National Grange, Grange variety shows, school plays, and graduations, as well as for 
private functions, and other itinerant performers and dramas for almost 70 years. It has 
seen the test of time, although remaining in the same location at Stevens Memorial Hall 
in an area unaffected by significant climate changes, and needs restoration of the cabinet 
as well as the internal workings. 
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Once it is restored, it is our hope that it will be played during many a variety of 
performances as it was in the past. We have plans for operatic and classical recitals as 
well as hoping to hear it performed during local talent shows, school and organizational 
events. To this end, the Chester Historical Society has again pledged $5000 of our own 
funds to this project, and placed the money in the Stevens Hall Restoration Fund. To 
date, we have hosted a Pancake Breakfast for the Piano and Silent Auction that generated 
another $700, and with the help of Erin Newman of the Chester Fire Department, four 
grant applications have been submitted on behalf of the Town for piano restoration. 


Our Annual Meeting and election of officers on Tuesday, November 17, 2009 brought to 
you new officers. As I stated last year, 2009 was my final year as President of the 
Chester Historical Society. I will remain as a member, the organizations Trustee to 
Stevens Memorial Hall, and the coordinator of the Re-dedication Events. It has been a 
pleasure to be at the helm of this organization. I am very happy that during my tenure, 
we were able to publish and distribute the history book “Chester Revisited,” to find a 
permanent home at Stevens Hall, and create name recognition for this very worthy group. 
You will now find Mr. Webster Anderson as President of the Society. Web is well suited 
to the challenge, but please know that your joining as a new member will be a great deal 
of help to him. There is still a great deal of work to do to increase awareness of Chester’s 
role in the history of the state, and to the country, and still more work to revive our 
archives documenting this history. Please join today, you will not be disappointed!

The Chester Recreation Commission is a volunteer commission, appointed by the Board 
of Selectmen, responsible for the operation of the Multi-purpose Room, the town athletic 
fields, the Wason Pond Recreation Area and the Community Center. The Commission is 
also responsible for the organization and coordination of both formal and informal 
recreational programs throughout the year.

The Recreation Commission meets at 7:00 p.m. the second and fourth Monday of each 
month in the Recreation Office located in the Town Office Building. The Commission is 
in need of additional volunteers to assist in the rapidly growing recreational needs of the 
community. Chester residents are encouraged to attend our meetings to gain an 
understanding of the ongoing work of the Commission. The Recreation Office can be 
reached at (603) 887-5773. 


PROGRAMS & ACTIVITIES 


Summer Program 

The six-week Summer Program begins the first full week in July. The program consists 
of guided children’s activities, sports, and crafts as well as weekly field trips. Last year 
was the first season in which we offered full day programming, and it was a great 
success. We look forward to another successful summer season. There is a modest fee 
for this program, but no child will be turned away for financial reasons. Additionally, 
field trips are offered during the summer for all Chester children. 


Wason Pond Conservation & Recreation Area 

Organized events held annually at the recreational area are the June Kids Fishing Derby, 
The Wason Pond Cross Country 5K, a cross-country running race that coincides with the 
Town Fair, and a luau in August. The Recreation Commission sponsors Family Fun Runs 
during July and August on the Trails at Wason Pond. Families can come for Tuesday 
evening runs on a 1, 2, or 3 mile circuit. There are short sprints on the beach for our 
younger runners. The beach is open seasonally for families to enjoy, and picnic tables are 
available. The area is open to the public sunrise to sunset all year. The public is 
welcome to enjoy its natural beauty year round. 


Basketball Program 

Chester basketball provides a comprehensive, skills-based program in a fun-filled 
environment to over 120 children. Our players participate in the Lamprey River League 
and practice and play in the both the Multi-purpose Room and Chester Academy. 
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Soccer Club: “Chester Soccer... it Kicks” 

The fall was a busy time for all of our soccer players, U6 through U12. The teams held 
practices and games on the town fields and during their spring season will have practices 
and games at the Sportszone in Derry. For more information, you can visit their website 
at http://www.chestersoccer.com/. 


Adult Yoga 

Again this year, we offered a yoga program that is run through the Recreation 
Department. Yoga is offered 2 days a week and has morning, afternoon and some 
evening classes. The program, directed by Rhonda Woodward, Certified Kripalu Yoga 
Teacher, is designed for both beginner and experienced students. 


Multi-Purpose Room 

The Multi-purpose Room is scheduled by the Recreation Commission and is open for use 
by Town residents. There is an application and approval process coordinated through the 
Recreation Coordinator. Several recreational programs use this facility, including 
basketball, baseball, floor hockey, softball, dances, the Senior Exercise Class, the Chester 
Mom’s Club, Boy Scouts and Girl Scouts. It is used for fundraisers for many of the 
Town’s charitable organizations and represents an invaluable resource for the 
townspeople. As it is a shared Town resource, the Recreation Commission is working 
with the Board of Selectmen to address maintenance issues with the floor. The Multi- 
purpose Room is an invaluable resource that is truly one of the busiest rooms in Town! 


Staff 

Daily responsibilities of the Recreation Coordinator include scheduling the Multi-purpose 
Room and the Community Center, coordinating field space and usage requests, 
conducting sign-ups for a variety of Recreation-sponsored programs, daily 
communication with and assisting Recreation Commissioners with their needs, planning, 
coordinating and implementing new programs along with the summer program, as well as 
meeting the bookkeeping needs for all of these programs. The coordinator's 
responsibility additionally has been to prepare Wason Pond for summer and to assist with 
development plans for ball fields on the property. 


The Recreation Commission has adopted a statewide mandate to require that all 
volunteers have a background check before being able to work with children. All 
coaches and summer program employees will be required to go through a First Aid and 
CPR training course. It is our commitment that all children are safe and well supervised 
in all of our programs. 


The Commission is continuing to work toward establishing new athletic fields at the 
Wason Pond Conservation and Recreation Area included in the Master Plan for that 
facility. Field space is very tight at the moment and scheduling practices and games is 
growing increasingly more difficult. As the Commission looks toward the future, we are 
dedicated to providing continued recreational opportunities in Town. The Recreation 
Commission owes a great debt of gratitude to the volunteers of the “Chester Field Of 
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Dreams.” Thier efforts at fund raising will help us realize the goal of playing fields at 
Wason Pond in the not too distant future. 


Recognition and Thanks 

The Recreation Commission would like to express our thanks to the volunteer coaches, 
referees, board and committee members, the Baseball league and its Board, as well as all 
of the dedicated parents that assist in all of these programs. The residents of Chester, 
especially its children, benefit from the dedication of these fine individuals who do not 
receive enough recognition for their time and effort.

Chester Kitchen 


The Chester Kitchen is a small commercial kitchen that the 
NH State Bureau of Food Protection has certified for use by 
commercial food processors. The Town of Chester owns 
the property, the kitchen of the former Chester Elementary 


at 84 Chester Street. This is a facility, whieh allows any Qf 
individual, or business that is approved for use by the NH 
State Bureau of Food Protection (BFP), to apply for and 
maintain a commercial food license, with the Chester Kitchen 
as their address. Chester organizations and residents, who 
have priority use of the Kitchen, have a maintained facility in ¢ 
which to prepare foods for events or non-profit resale. 


From a Commercial User’s standpoint, this Kitchen is perfect for bakers, personal chefs, 
and for the preparation of any other type of food product that can be approved by the 
BFP. The Kitchen is ideal for a Chester Resident who has lots of fruit to turn into jam, or 
who wants to do a large volume of cooking for a party or non-profit event (Please note 
that if you have rented the Multi-purpose Room for an event and also wish to rent the 
Kitchen, you must reserve the Kitchen separately, see contacts below). Occasional Users 
are limited to Chester Residents only. 


The Kitchen is rented on an hourly basis to licensed processors, and Chester Residents 
who wish to use the Kitchen for their private use. Average hourly use per processor 
varies, and for FY2009, has increased to eight (8) hours per processor, up from the two- 
hour average in FY2008. We have twelve (12) processors licensed by the State of New 
Hampshire to manufacture products for retail sale, or licensed caterers. This year, the 
administration has elected to institute a security/cleaning deposit to be refunded to the 
processor when they move on to their own kitchens or another off-site kitchen and no 
longer hold a State license with Chester Kitchen as their address. 


Chester based non-profit organizations are exempt from fees, and a list of those 
organizations that have used the Kitchen to date are located in the policies and procedures 
handbook, which can be accessed online at www.chesterkitchen.com. Fees are collected 
immediately upon use and turned over to the Town Clerk for receipt. The Town will take 
no responsibility for training in food service safety, nor will it provide any marketing 
assistance. Each licensed processor must provide proof of insurance to use the Kitchen, 
and to indemnify the Town from any liability. All State guidelines regarding food 
service safety are the responsibility of each processor.

This Kitchen provides a small revenue stream for the Town from the collection of hourly 
rental fees. The administration has decided to make the first increase to the hourly rate 
since 2002. The hourly rental fee is now $13, plus a $10 administration fee for each 
reservation, with an initial security/cleaning deposit of $50. At the time of writing this 
report, the Town has collected nearly $1400 in fees from the rental of the Kitchen, over 
twice the amount collected for FY2008 alone; and based on current use, we could see 
another $1000 before the end of this fiscal year.

Many changes took place at the Library during 2009. Melissa Rossetti Folini retired as 
Director to pursue a writing career. Melissa has been a fixture at the Library since the age 
of ten, when she assisted in the 1980 move from Stevens Hall to our current location next 
door. Tim Sheehan, formerly of the Derry Public Library, assumed the Director's duties 
in June. 


Mary Jennings also resigned from the Library to pursue a new career. Mary had served 
Chester for six years as a Library Aide. 


The recession severely impacted the Library's income. Most of our income comes from 
the Town. We also receive income from our trust funds. Our trust fund income for FY 
2009 was $27,914.08. Our FY 2010 trust fund income totaled $14,063.72. Due to our 
drop in income, the Library had to make some harsh cuts. We reduced our weekly hours 
from 36 to 30. We also cut back on book, audio book, and video purchases. The Library 
hopes voters approved our proposed FY 2011 budget so that we can return to our normal 
hours and purchase more items for our collection. 


Despite the cuts the Library endured, many positive changes have been made. We have 
increased the amount of storytimes and other youth programs offered to Chester's 
children. One-to-one computer instruction is now available by appointment. In addition 
to the Internet, our public access computers now offer the use of Microsoft Excel, 
PowerPoint, Publisher, and Word. Open Office is also available on our public computers. 
Come to the Library if you need to use a computer. 


We are becoming a virtual library. Our website (www.chesterlibrary.com) provides 
information about library services, recommended websites, and a link to our online 
catalog. Use the catalog to search for titles from your home or office. The Library joined 
the New Hampshire Downloadable Audio Books Consortium, a service in which Chester 
residents may “check out” an audio book via the Internet. Audio book titles may be 
downloaded to your computer, several portable devices, or burned to a CD. Contact the 
Library for information on using this resource. 
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The Library is promoting to residents online resources offered by the New Hampshire 
State Library. EBSCOHost is one resource offering residents online access to mainstream 
magazines like Consumer Reports, TIME, Sports Illustrated, and other great titles. 
Newsbank is another resource providing online access to back issues of the Union Leader 
and the Concord Monitor. HeritageQuest gives you access to a huge genealogy database. 
The State Library provides these resources to the Library and its cardholders free of 
charge. The Chester Public Library would have to pay over $8000 to provide these 
services. We thank the State Library for assuming these costs. Contact us for instructions 
to access these great services. 


Cardholders have made 23,063 checkouts from our collection. With the combined 
average cost of a new book, audio book, magazine subscription, and DVD being $15, 
Chester residents have checked out $345,945 worth of Library materials. If you subtract 
that amount from $86,929, the amount of the FY 2010 Town Appropriation, you’ll find 
the Library has saved townspeople $259,016. That’s $54.97 for each of the Town’s 4712 
residents. This figure doesn’t include public Internet access, programs, and museum 
passes, all of which provide residents with additional savings. 


If you use the Library, you will know that you receive more in services than you pay in 
taxes. Use the Library Use Calculator at http://www.nhlibrarians.org/calculator.html to 
determine your savings. Not a Library user? Come by to see what you are missing. 


Please remember that if the Library does not have the item you need, we can request the 
item from another library. We may also consider purchasing the item for our collection.

Chester Senior Citizens 


The Chester Senior Citizens organization has been around now for 

over 35 years. We started meeting twice each month at Stevens 

Memorial Hall, on the Ist and 3rd Thursdays with Pot Luck 

Luncheons on the Ist Thursday, and reserving the 3rd for guest 

speakers, or an outing. The Chester Senior Citizens is a membership 
organization, and we are always welcoming new members! Your $5 
membership fee (free for seniors 80+) helps to offset some of our costs (such as supplies, 
postage, admission to events and/or outings, etc.) In the past 6 years, we have seen our 
membership grow over 30%! 





This year of 2010 will complete 7 years of enjoying our home at the Wason Pond 
Community Center. We have exclusive use of the facility between 10:00 AM and 4:00 
PM, Monday, Wednesday, and Thursdays, and 9:00 AM — 4 PM on Tuesdays. There is a 
Senior representative available during those posted hours each day, and you will know 
we are open by seeing the red, white and blue “OPEN” flag flying from the front porch! 
The Community Center has a reading room, two high-speed Internet computers for your 
use, a game room for playing cards or for putting together puzzles, and a wide-screen 
television with a DVD/VCR player. We are members of the New Hampshire Association 
of Senior Centers, and we are always looking for new activities at the Community Center. 


We have an exercise program as part of the Chester Recreation Department, which offers 
5 six-week sessions. Exercise is twice a week, Monday and Wednesday afternoon, 1:00 
PM, and is free of charge to Chester Seniors, 55+. Each class is conducted by Kim 
Cremins and involves improvement to your flexibility, strength, balance, and stamina. 
You may enroll on line at www.chesterseniors.org, or call the Recreation Department at 
887-5773. 


The Town is very generous to us, not only allowing the use of the Wason Pond 
Community Center, but also with its annual contribution to our expenses. We plan 6 
outings (day trips) annually, and you can imagine that transportation is the most 
expensive part. We have voted to car pool when the destination is within an hour of 
Chester (give or take a few minutes), paying the driver of each car for gas (based on 
miles to destination). Passenger vans are rented when the destination is an hour and a 
half or more from Chester, and we continue to rent through Merchant’s Motors of 
Hooksett, as they offer the best rate. We try to negotiate one bus trip annually, and we 
will be pleased to welcome Pierce Bus Company of Chester to our transportation 
providers. We preplan all our outings and our budget to be sure that we can keep the cost 
of outings as inexpensive for each senior as possible (if not totally cost free). Our outings 
usually include a bit of history, horticulture, always a lot of fun, and sometimes a real 
adventure!

Public Access Community Television Committee 
(PACT) 


The Public Access Community Television Committee (PACT) exists to ensure that the 
Franchise Agreement between the Town of Chester and Adelphia (now Comcast) 
Communications, effective April 1, 2003 through March 30, 2013, operates without 
incident, and to manage the funds received from Adelphia (now Comcast) as a result of 
this Agreement. Since April 1, 2003, the Town continues to receive franchise fees of 
subscribers’ cable bills (cable TV only, not cable internet per the FCC) in the amount of 
1% quarterly. This money is reserved in a special revenue fund, the PACT Fund, and is 
delegated in thirds, for the maintenance of Public (CTV-21) and Government (CGTV- 
20), and Education (CETV-22) television. 


The PACT Committee meets as needed to review the needs presented to them by CT V-20 
& 21, and CETV-22. Town government meetings that have been cablecast on CTV-20 
since December 2007. CTV-21 still covers the public side of local cable access with 
programming produced locally by CTV-21 by volunteers Dick Godfrey, Hilary Hall, and 
Lenny Stein, as well as pre-recorded programs received from outside sources, and from 
our membership in the New Hampshire Coalition for Community Media 
(www.nhccm.com). 


CETV-22, the Education Channel provides live and recorded sports from Chester 
Academy, other pre-recorded programming, and the monthly School Board Meeting. 
Their portion of the PACT fund supports equipment expenses that they incur throughout 
the year. Equipment purchased from PACT funds since April 1, 2003 are the property of 
the Town of Chester, and not exclusive to the Chester School District. Chester Academy 
has an active Audio/Video Club, and Program Coordinator Bob Grimm to maintain 
CETV-22 for the benefit of the Town. 


This year, CTV-20, and 21 purchased new wireless headsets to be able to communicate 
more efficiently between volunteers during live cablecasts such as the Town Meeting. 
The only other expenses have been repayment to the General Fund of telephone, heat and 
electricity for the CTV-21 & 20 Studio, affirming that Public Access Television in 
Chester is solely supported through franchise fees. 


Public Access Community Television in Chester always welcomes new volunteers, and 
we really need your help in keeping the community calendars on channels 20 and 21 up 
to date weekly. It takes about an hour of time to do so. We are also in need of volunteers 
to help during live cablecasts such as the Annual School District and Town Meetings. 


If you have an idea for a local program, we are happy to guide you through the basic 
steps to create your own Television Programs. CTV-21 has state-of-the art digital editing 
through Avid Express Pro technology that is available for use by volunteers. Some of 
you videophiles may already have an editing package on your home computers. Please 
share your “home movies” of an event that you have recorded or even your summer 


vacation. If you need some help editing, we will help you. If it is a finished program, we 
will accept it on a finalized DVD for replay. If you would like to see a program cablecast 
at an earlier time, or from another town, please let us know. You may contact us at 887-

GREAT NEWS -— under the control of the Spring Hill Farm Trustees and in the able 
hands of our current tenants, the farm continues to prosper with many new improvements 
and exciting events occurring over the past year. As most residents know, Spring Hill 
Farm is a Town-owned, working farm with 400 acres of fields, ponds and woodlands that 
was donated by Miss Muriel Church to the Town of Chester for the protection of open- 
space and to lower property taxes for all residents. 


Prior to her death in December of 2001, Miss Church set up a Board of Trustees to 
oversee the farm’s activities and created a small Trust Fund to help defray the daily 
operational cost associated with the farm. Currently, the day-to-day operational costs are 
self-sustaining from rental payments, land leases, investment income, and the sale of 
farm-produced products such as hay. Tenants of the farmhouse maintain the property in 
a clean and orderly fashion, complete minor equipment repairs and perform minor 
building and fence repairs. The tenant also cares for the farm animals living on the 
property. The buildings and property belong to the Town, not the Trust, and it was 
agreed upon many years ago by the Selectmen that the Town would be responsible for 
building maintenance and the Trust for its operation. 


NEW - It was a great honor this past year for Spring Hill Farm’s “Fall Ride” sponsored 
by the Derry Trail Riders Association to be named as “Best Trail Ride of the Year” at 
the 2009 - New Hampshire Horse and Trail Banquet. Great job Julia and the other Derry 
Trail Riders members. 


NEW - A Greenhouse was placed along the Wason Road pasture in the spring to 
supplement the on-going and expanding local Organic Vegetables Co-op that began 
operation at the farm in 2009. 


NEW -— The Trust purchased a brand new Kubota Farm Tractor to replace the older 
existing tractor(s) and installed a 32’x 24’ three-sided Pole Barn to store the farm’s 
expanding equipment inventory and supplies from the weather. 


NEW - The Mustang Heritage Foundation in cooperation with the Bureau of Land 
Management created the Extreme Mustang Makeover event to highlight the recognized 
value of Mustangs through a national training competition. Fawn Armstrong, wife of ex- 
Rodeo Bull Rider — Chad Armstrong, (both Tenants at the Farm), was chosen to 
participate as one of only 100 trainers selected from all applicants throughout the United 
States. These mustangs had never been touched by a human before and the trainers only 
have 100 days to gentle their mustang and ready him/her for competition. Fawn and her 
mustang, named “Ransom,” placed in the top ten during the Legends Division 
competition. All the mustangs then went for Public Auction and after an intense bidding 
process, Ransom headed home to Chester with Fawn and Chad. Stop by the farm to 
observe Ransom out in the pasture (Corner of Towle and Wason Road) and observe how 
truly beautiful mustangs are. 
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Spring Hill Farm continues to offer unique opportunities to Chester residents/groups; and 
as a community farm, the Trustees would like to see additional agricultural and education 
programs. Residents are free to enjoy the property; and we only ask that you treat it like 
it is your own property (as a Chester resident - it really does belong to you), children be 
supervised, and to protect the privacy of our tenant, please do not enter the farmhouse 
unless invited. Also, let us know if you need to continue activities after dark.

History 

In January of 2003, the Town of Chester purchased 105 acres of land surrounding Wason 
Pond for the sum of 1.55 million dollars. The land was purchased with conservation 
funds, which had been set aside for use by the Conservation Commission to purchase 
properties and conservation easements. The Conservation Commission voted to approve 
the expenditure in order to acquire the property for mixed conservation and recreational 
uses. 


A seven-person advisory committee oversaw the writing of the conservation easement, 
which has been placed on the property to protect it from future development or from 
activities or uses that would be out of keeping with accepted conservation practices. The 
committee also hired E. Ann Poole to draft a Master Plan for the property. This Plan 
outlines the development of ball fields, the reclamation and restoration of the shorelines, 
wetlands, and other environmentally sensitive areas. Once this committee had completed 
its tasks, it disbanded to be replaced by a Commission.

The Commission’s role is to provide oversight of the Wason Pond Conservation and 
Recreation Area, thus insuring that the Conservation Easement is being followed, the 
Master Plan is being implemented correctly, and to provide guidance for future projects 
and activities in and around Wason Pond. 


Goals 
e Once again a warrant article is being placed before the voters to reconstruct the 
failing dam at the end of Wason Pond. It is the Commission’s goal to have this 
warrant article pass and for the dam project to get underway this year. To this 
end, an ad-hoc committee was formed which is comprised of members from the 
Wason Pond Commission, Conservation Commission, Board of Selectmen, 
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Recreation Commission, the Budget Committee, and members-at-large. The 
committee contacted DBU Construction Corporation to determine whether they 
would honor their 2009 bid in the upcoming fiscal year. They agreed to do so. 
The committee then began discussions with the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee to discuss funding mechanisms. The Town’s grant writer was 
also called upon to seek out possible ways to offset the cost to the Town. It was 
determined that a sum of $280,000.00 would cover the construction, permitting, 
and oversight costs for the project. No grants are available for the coming fiscal 
year. A group of volunteers plan to build a timber-framed-covered-footbridge 
across the bridge once it has been constructed. This project would be done under 
the guidance of the NH Timber Framer’s Guild with materials cut from Town- 
owned forestland. 

o Although the NHDES has allowed us to use temporary measures to protect 
the dam from total failure, the recent storms have continued to stress the 
spillway and the earthen portions of the dam. If the dam fails, we will lose 
a significant portion of our investment in this property as the pond will 
revert to a running stream and the swimming and boating areas will be 
lost. A dam failure also presents a hazard to downstream residents as 
well. 

o Commissioners envision: 

=» A new dam with a raised head height bringing the water level at 
the beach up to pre-2006 levels. 
= A picturesque shoreline with the sandbags and fences being 
removed. 
= And a timber-framed, covered walking bridge to complete the trail 
circuit around the east side of the pond. 
The commission will sponsor the second semi-annual Wason Pond cleanup day 
this spring. (Stay tuned for more information later this spring.)

Chester Conservation Commission 


Did you know that in a recent study of “Cost of Services” to a community that for every 
dollar in taxes collected on open space land the cost of services was only 51 cents 
netting a town 0.49 cents surplus in unburdened tax benefits versus the “cost for 
services” on residential properties is $1.11, thus costing the town II cents more than 
taking in? Conservation saves in more ways than one can imagine! 


The Chester Conservation Commission is a seven-member, all-volunteer board appointed 
by the Selectmen under the provisions of state RSA 36-A: 2, which allows municipalities 
in New Hampshire to establish commissions “for the proper utilization and protection of 
the natural resources and for the protection of watershed resources.” This work includes 
preparing maps or plans, "keeping an index of open space and natural, aesthetic, or 
ecological areas" within the town in order to obtain information “pertinent to proper 
utilization of all such areas." The Commission acts as an advisory board to other town 
and state boards and agencies involved in land use planning and works to natural 
resources in Chester. 


The Chester Conservation Commission meets on the first and second 
Tuesdays of each month. The first meeting is a planning meeting only and 
is not televised. The second meeting is used to review subdivision 
applications, wetlands permit applications, and other matters presented to 
the Commission for comment. Both meetings are open to the public and 
input is encouraged. 


The Conservation Commission officers are as follows: Charles Myette, Chairman; Baron 
Richardson, Jean Methot, Patrick Connelly -Treasurer, Phil Cassista, and Jennifer 
Sullivan. Currently the Commission is in need of 1-2 new members. Please contact one 
of the existing members if you are interesting in helping conserve Chester’s natural 
resources. 


The past year (2009-10) witnessed some environmental protection successes in aquiring 
new lands and some disturbing trends in flooding, land use, and preservation in Chester. 


Joint meetings with Sandown, Fremont and Danville —new this year Chester and the 
neighboring Conservation Commissions have begun to meet quarterly to discuss regional 
conservation issues such as conservation land and projects, trails, workshops, water 
resources, and wildlife corridors. The first project will be a biodiversity study to 
conducted along the Exeter River later this spring. 


Land Conservation - The Strategic Land Protection Commission (SLPC), voted into 
existence by town residents in order to better protect open space, is an arm of the 
Conservation Commission and the two boards work together to educate residents on the 
advantages of placing conservation easements on their property. Last year, the SLPC 
negotiated and the Commission approved, the purchase of the 12 acre Gimes Property 
along the south shore of North Pond. The property will remain a natural area and is 
adjacent to The Pinkerton Academy Open Space. The acquistion allows us now to 
develop a trail from North Pond Road to Ledge Road. This land will be owned by the 
Town and protected by a permanent easement. 
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Wetlands Issues — The issue of wetlands continues to be a very sensitive area of concern 
throughout the Town and how they are protected, abused, and affected by urbanization. 
Over the past few years, the Conservation Commission has been mapping Chester’s 
Natural Resources which included the mapping of all wetlands two acres and larger and 
identifying Prime Wetlands within the Chester Town Limits. Prime wetlands are unique 
wetlands that meet the requirements of the NH Department of Environmental Services 
classification and are sensitive environments deserving of protection from the effects of 
urbanization. Some of these areas are home to the Atlantic White Cedars that are 300- 
500 years old, Blackgum trees, and endangered or protected species such as Spotted or 
Blandin turtles. This past year over 15 prime quality wetlands over 20 acres in size have 
been identified and mapped. 


Wason Pond — The Commission continues to be an active member of the Wason Pond 
Conservation and Recreation Commission. Members of the Commission sit on the 
advisory board and have two seats on the newly formed commission. The 105-acre 
WPCRA was purchased with $1.55 million from the Town’s Conservation Fund and is 
governed by an easement that restricts use to recreation and conservation purposes. 
Significant progress has been made this year in developing a plan and a warrant article 
for the repair of the dam. 


Easement Monitoring- Every easement purchased by the Town or donated to the Town 
requires ongoing monitoring by the Commission. It is not enough to say that a parcel of 
land has an easement; it must also be checked regularly to ensure that the terms of the 
easement are being upheld. The Town now has about twenty easement properties to 
monitor that range in use from farmland to forests and natural areas to wetlands. Due to 
the time-consuming nature of this work, the Commission has contracted with 
organizations such as the Seacoast Land Trust and the Rockingham County Conservation 
District to perform baseline evaluations on each of these properties, as well as a yearly 
monitoring program. Currently, this work is funded by a line in the Commission’s annual 
operating budget. 


Mandated Easements - As land that is easy for development becomes used up in 
Chester, developers are increasingly looking at “marginal” lands that have wetlands and 
steep slopes for development. When the state approves a subdivision on such land, it 
typically asks for mitigation in the form of easements elsewhere in the development. As 
a result, the Town of Chester finds itself with an increasing number of easements that it 
may or may not necessarily have sought. Almost all of these easements are part of a 
private lot. As an example, Premiere Estates has five conservation easements — each on a 
separate lot, the North Pond development area will have two, and the Cedar View 
development on Ledge Road will have several lots impacted. Any property owner with 
such an easement who has questions can contact the Conservation Commission for 
guidance. 


Exeter River Local Advisory Committee (ERLAC) - The Exeter River begins as a 
small stream in the protected Herrick Woods of Chester and gains strength from several 
tributaries before it tumbles over the dam in downtown Exeter and changes its identity to 
the tidal Squamscot River. More than 18% of the Exeter River Watershed lies within the 
Chester Town limits and because of the smaller size of the river near the head waters is 
more sensitive to change in water quality as a result of urbanization. Over the past 15 
years, the impervious surface in Chester has doubled increasing runoff as evidenced by 
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recent localized flooding. Along the way it passes through the communities of Raymond, 
Brentwood, Kingston, and Exeter. In order to help ensure the continued good health of 
this watershed, provide wildlife corridors and infiltrate runoff, a wetland buffer is in 
place to help filter runoff to the Exeter River corridor where it passes through Chester. 
ERLAC is a committee made up of members of all the towns through which the Exeter 
River flows including Chester. The committee is charged with developing a river 
corridor management plan and advising the DES and riverfront towns on matters 
affecting the river. Earlier this year ERLAC presented results of a geomorphology report 
identifying several areas of significant erosion along the Exeter River in Chester that the 
State will be addressing in the next couple of years. 


Town Forests — The Conservation Commission also has the responsibility to manage the 
Town Forest properties. This year we are active in developing easements and 
management plans for the North Woods, the Hatton property, and the South Woods 
which have all been approved by the Town as Town Forest. Additionally, we are 
working with an U.S. Dept. of Agriculture Natural Resources Conservation service and a 
forester to develop and implement an invasive species management plan on these lands as 
part of a 3-year grant to the Town. 


Trails - The Commissions trails sub-committee continues to work to map, maintain, and 
preserve the Town’s bridle paths and hiking/biking trails. A GPS has been purchased by 
the Commission to help map and track changes to trails in this rapidly changing 
community. The Commission is working currently with developers and local users of the 
trails to identify and preserve trails on their property that have been long used by 
residents. 


Future Issues 


Development — Again this year, several large tracts of land in Chester are slated for 
subdivision. As Chester continues to grow rapidly, access to the land formerly used by 
hikers, hunters and horse riders will slowly disappear and natural resources are impacted. 
The Commission hopes that residents will continue to support their efforts to negotiate 
with developers for easements, protected areas, and concessions that will protect natural 
resources. Such efforts include the recent preservation of a large buffer along the Exeter 
River on the Mill Pine subdivision and the protection of several vernal pools on the Cedar 
View subdivision. Both of these measures were due to the willingness of the developers 
to work with the Commission, rather than against it. 


Vernal Pools —Vernal pools are those temporary wetlands used by frogs (spring peepers, 
for example) and other amphibians as breeding grounds in the spring. Vernal pools are 
not — as some say “every mud puddle in the woods.” The criteria for classification as a 
vernal pool are very detailed. Vernal pools are actually rare; and for that reason, deserve 
protection. The only protection these pools have is afforded by Table 2 of the town 
regulations which sets a 25 to 100-ft. buffer around these pools. There is not current State 
protection for these important natural resources. The loss of these pools spells doom for 
the species that use them and the loss of one more temporary reservoir for flood runoff 
waters. The Commission asks residents to support protection of these woodland pools. 


Manure Management — Chester welcomes horse owners; however, horse ownership 
brings with it an obligation to manage horse and barn waste properly. Back when there 
were numerous fields and farms in town, the waste could be spread on fields as

amendments to the soil. Now, with the disappearance of farms and with fields turning 
into housing developments, there is less opportunity to dispose of manure in this way. A 
single horse generates more than a half-ton of manure a year that needs to be disposed of. 
The State of New Hampshire provides guidelines for disposal and offers grants to horse 
owners to construct proper storage areas. In an effort to protect water supply wells last 
year, the Conservation Commission, working with the Chester Health Officer and 
Planning Board, developed a Warrant Article to regulate setbacks of paddocks and live 
stock areas from water supply wells similar to septic systems. 


Commission Membership — The Commission Meetings are open to the public, and we 
welcome new members and alternate members who wish to have a hand in the future of 
Chester and the preservation of its natural resources and rural characteristics.

CART 


The Cooperative Alliance for Regional Transportation (CART) provides demand- 
response curb-to-curb public transportation for any resident of Chester, Derry, Danville, 
Hampstead, Londonderry, Salem and Windham. Service hours are Monday through 
Friday 8:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. excluding weekends and holidays and passengers are asked 
to schedule their trip at least 24 hours in advance by contacting the CART call center at 
603-434-3569. 


Funding for CART is generated through a combination of federal, municipal, and private 
sector dollars. Federal Transit Administration (FTA) grants cover approximately 50% of 
CART’s operating expenses. Non-federal matching funds come from a combination of 
grants received from private foundations and the municipalities in which the service 
operates. 


Base fare for travel within one community is $3.00 per one-way trip, travel between 
communities is $4.00 per one-way trip, and travel to out-of-region medical destinations 
and to Plaistow is a $5.00 fare. 


Half-fare privileges are extended to individuals who possess a valid Medicaid card, 
receive Town Welfare assistance, reside in HUD subsidized public housing, or are 


children with Healthy Kids Gold coverage. 


Out of region medical destinations are provided on certain days of the week as follows:

The meeting was called to order by Town Moderator Michael Scott at 7:00pm on Wednesday, May 133) 
2009. 


As the School now votes under SB2, there are no school results to announce. Please contact School 
Moderator Kevin Scott should you have questions. 


Any newly elected officials should present themselves before Moderator Scott or Town Clerk Barbara 
Gagnon during the break or at any other time in order to be sworn in. 


Budget Committee Chair Rhonda Lamphere took a moment to explain the “10% rule” which may be 
invoked later tonight. According to RSA 32:18, Limitation of Appropriations, the total amount 
appropriated at any annual meeting shall not exceed by more than 10 percent the total amount 
recommended by the budget committee. As the Budget Committee has recommended a budget of 
$2,815,688 ($3,471.865 less exclusions), the amount appropriated under Warrant Articles recommended 
by the Budget Committee cannot exceed $281,569. Moderator Scott will keep the citizens informed as to 
when this level is approaching. Chairman Lamphere stated that the Budget Committee had spent many 
hours reviewing the budget, and wanted citizens to ask themselves: Do you need new and/or expanded 
services? Are you willing and able to pay for them? 


Special Warrant Article #4: 
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(Passage of this Article shall override the 10 percent limitation imposed on this appropriation due to the 
non-recommendation of the Budget Committee.) 


Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one million, four hundred thousand dollars 
($1,400,000) for the reconstruction of 6/10 of a mile of East Derry Road and paving of 4/10 of a mile of 
the rest of said road, and for replacement of culverts on both Edwards Mill Road and Halls Village Road 
and other necessary road construction in Town and to further authorize the issuance of not more than one 
million, four hundred thousand dollars ($1,400,000) of bonds and/or notes in accordance with the 
provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (NH RSA Chapter 33:8), and to authorize the Selectmen to issue 
and negotiate, such bonds and/or notes to determine the rates of interest thereon, and to authorize the 
Selectmen to accept any funds from the State of New Hampshire, the Federal Government and private 
sources, as they may become available. 


Fees paid to the NH Bond Bank and legal fees associated with the bond are included. 


(2/3 ballot vote required) 
(Selectmen Recommend) 
(Budget Committee Does Not Recommend) 


Article #4 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. As this is a bond issue, the polls will remain open 
for one hour after voting begins. No other financial articles will be voted on until the results are known. 
Should any citizen have a procedural motion to bring forward, that should be done after discussions on 
Article #4 have ceased. 


Road Agent Michael Oleson stated that a similar article had been proposed and defeated last year. The 
roads in this article were those that had been determined during a road evaluation to be most severely in 
need of repair. The work on East Derry Road will include box culverts, wetland crossings, cutting of 
trees, and guardrails. The profile will not be changed more than 6”. Box culverts will be installed on 
Edwards Mill and Halls Village Roads. 


David Kovacs of East Derry Road stated that he has personally observed drivers experiencing broken 
asphalt, flat tires, lost hubcaps and misaligned vehicles due to the poor state of East Derry Road. 


Tom LaPorte of the Budget Committee stated that the Budget Committee did not support the bond this 
year simply because of the economy, and not as any reflection on Road Agent Oleson. The tax impact 
would be $1100 on a $350k house over the 10-year life of the bond. He pointed out that the Town was 
still paying off the previous road bond from 2004, and would be doing so until 2014. The Budget 
Committee had agreed to place funds in the operating budget for work on other high needs roads during 
the upcoming Fiscal Year. 


Sheryl Baker asked why this particular amount had to be in the form of a 10-year bond, as it was unlikely 
to pass. She asked if it could be paid all at once, or if any less expensive work could be done to East 
Derry Road. 


Road Agent Oleson stated that East Derry Road could be ground, paved, and binder applied at a cost of 
approximately $300k, but that would only be a patch and last for a couple of years; thus, it would be a 
waste of money. The planned work to be done under the bond would last 15 years. 


The Budget Committee pointed out that paying for the work all in one year rather than with a 10-year 
bond would raise the tax rate approximately $2.50 - $3.00 per thousand. In addition, the bond would 
ensure that future users of the road would share in the cost. 
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At 7:33pm, discussion had ceased. The question was called; a paper ballot was used. The ballot box 
remained open for one hour. 


While voting was taking place, Charlotte Lister moved that Warrant Article #s 25 (Welch Driveway) and 
28 (Closing of Class Six Road) be taken out of order. The motion was seconded. The question was 
called; the voice vote was inconclusive. Moderator Scott called for a show of hands; the hand vote was in 
the negative. The motion failed. The Warrant Articles will continue to be taken in order. 


Yes: 85/ No 100 Article #4 fails. 


Special Warrant Article #5: Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of seventeen 
thousand, eight hundred seventy-five dollars ($17,875) for the purpose of drilling a new well and 
installing a drinking fountain in the vicinity of the playground and parking area at the Wason Pond 
Community Center and further to authorize the issuance of not more that seventeen thousand, eight 
hundred seventy-five dollars ($17,875) of bonds or notes in accordance with the provisions of the 
Municipal Finance Act (RSA Ch.33) and authorize the Selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds or 
notes and to determine the rate of interest thereon through the New Hampshire Department of 
Environmental Services Drinking Water State Revolving Loan Fund created for this purpose and further 
raise and appropriate the sum of three thousand, eight hundred thirty-three dollars and thirty cents 
($3833.30) for the first year’s payment on said note and to apply for, accept and expend any federal, state, 
or other grants for this project and to take any other action necessary to carry out this vote. It is 
anticipated that by participating in the DES Drinking Water Revolving Loan Fund, 50% of the principal 
balance on the loan authorized by this Article will be forgiven.

Article #5 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 


Charlotte Lister asked why this was a bond. Selectman Landau stated that it was not a bond, but a loan 
under the DES Drinking Water Revolving Loan Fund. The issue with the Wason Pond Well is that it was 
dug as a residential well and is failing frequent testing due to coliform bacteria. Under DES regulations, 
the new well must be drilled. In order to qualify for this Loan Fund, the Town must not only drill a well, 
but also install a water system. Installing a water fountain at the playground will satisfy these 
requirements. The Town has been approved for this Loan Fund and the repayment will be spread out 
over 5 years. 


A motion was made that unaltered articles need not be read through a second time before voting 
commences; the motion was seconded. The question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. 


The question as to Article #5 was called; a paper ballot was used. 
Yes: 128 / No: 50 Article #5 carries. 


Special Warrant Article #6: Shall the Town vote to authorize the Selectmen to enter into a six-year 
lease/ purchase agreement for one hundred ninety thousand dollars ($190,000) for the purpose of 
purchasing and equipping a Rescue Truck for the Chester Fire Department payable over a term of 60 
months. There will be no payment in 2010. The first payment of forty-five thousand seven hundred 
thirty-seven dollars ($45,737) will be made in 2011; the last payment will be made in 2015. The 
lease/purchase will contain an escape clause. 
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(No Tax Impact Year 1) 

(Tax Impact 0.08 cents Year 2-6) 
(Selectmen Recommend) 

(Budget Committee Does Not Recommend) 


Article #6 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 
A petition was received with the required five signatures to have this article decided by a paper ballot. 


Fire Chief Rich Antoine and Deputy Fire Chief Mike Willinsky gave a presentation on the Town of 
Chester Fire Department’s need for a Rescue Truck to replace Engine #3, and were available to answer 
any questions. 


Dennis Maloney stated that an interest rate of 5.4% was higher than expected; he asked why the Town did 
not buy the new Rescue Truck outright. Chief Antoine stated that 5.4% was actually a favorable rate 
currently; also that buying the Rescue Truck would be quite a large sum of money at one time, and there 
would be no escape clause. 


Mr. Clark, who has a son in the Fire Department, pointed out that the School Board has recently 
forecasted a surplus of $165k, and he would like to see it returned to the Town and used for a good cause. 


Gene Charron asked how real the possibility was that Derry would want to negotiate the next contract for 
something approaching $500k. Chairman Hassam stated that Derry is not making money on the $45k 
contract currently, and it is a real possibility that the rate will go up. Fire Chief Antoine stated that the 
difference between what it currently is and what it might be is where the Town stands. Right now Derry 
has Chester, who has no Rescue Truck, in an awkward position; contracting with other private ambulance 
firms requires that a Town have its own Rescue Truck. 


Chris Hadik stated that the Budget Committee did not recommend this article this year because of the 
Economy. He stated that the Capital Reserve fund that was put in place last year has $26k in it; there was 
not enough evidence to support accelerating the purchase of the Rescue Truck. In addition, the Budget 
Committee did not like the way the article was written; it did not specifically raise and appropriate funds. 
They believe that according to DRA, this is not illegal, but certainly unusual, and that a new warrant 
article would need to be written each year to pay that year’s payment. (Chief Antoine interjected at this 
point that DRA themselves had written the Warrant Article.) What if one year the warrant article fails? 
Moreover, as it is not a purchase until the final year, the capital reserve funds cannot be used until then. 


Budget Committee Chair Lamphere thanked the Fire Department for a great presentation. She stated that 
the contract with Derry will definitely go up, and might double, but that it was ridiculous to say that it 
would go up to $500k. 


Deputy Chief Willinsky stated that Councilor Coyle of Derry had made the $500k comment, and that 
while he himself did not believe that figure to be probable, surrounding towns renegotiating their 
contracts had been asked to pay $100k - $200k yearly, plus billing. 


Tim Jackson asked about fees for usage. Chief Antoine stated that the Town had no mechanism for 
charging residents, and that it was not their intention to start an ambulance service. 


Vice-Chairman Cannon stated that Derry did not consider its contract with Chester to be a revenue stream 
for them, and it was possible that they might cancel the contract. 


Lorna Hazelton asked if Derry would still provide ambulance service to Chester, and what the difference 
in response time would be. Chief Antoine stated that the Fire Department was not trying to start its own 
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ambulance service; that Derry would still respond (as long as the contract remains in force) but that 
Chester responders could provide immediate treatment to an injured person rather than waiting for Derry 
to arrive. 


Carrie Hadik asked when the next engine replacement would need to be. Chief Antoine stated that the 
oldest engine, #1, currently was 26 years old; its broken pump had been repaired recently, and he 
expected it to last another 5-6 years; until this current lease, if the article carries, is finished. The overall 
plan is to replace it within an eight-year window. 


Steve Tunberg stated that this same method had been used to acquire Engine #2 in 2003, and that it was a 
safe method. 


Gene Methot asked if Chester had Mutual Aid with other towns, and if Chester’s Rescue Truck will be 
sent to those towns. Chief Antoine responded that yes, Chester does participate in Mutual Aid, and that 
having a Rescue Truck would be beneficial to Chester insofar as Mutual Aid is concerned, as one must 
“give to get”. 


Karen Stage asked for the difference between an ambulance and a rescue truck. It is the type of vehicle 
and the type of equipment carried. 


A citizen asked about liability issues should the Chester Rescue Truck need to transport; Chief Antoine 
confirmed that it would be covered. 


Erin Newnan stated that this Warrant Article was simply about replacing a vehicle on schedule. Engine 
#3, the current rescue vehicle, requires a great deal of repairs; it is often out of service, and in fact had 
caught on fire the previous week while on route to an incident. 


Budget Committee Vice-Chair Tom LaPorte stated that the contract with Derry currently had an 180-day 
escape clause; presumably the new one would come with the same escape clause, which could be 
activated should the cost prove too much. Fire Chief Antoine concurred, but stated that a new Rescue 
Truck for the Town could not be built in that 180-day period. 


Budget Committee Vice-Chair Tom LaPorte asked if Engine #1 was worth repairing. Chief Antoine 
stated that Engine #1 would last much longer, now that repairs have been done. Within an 8-year period, 
the Fire Department will replace two trucks with one. 


Michael Scott Jr. stated that he was a new member of the Fire Department, and that the Department 
receives many EMS calls. He was not surprised to hear that Engine #3 had caught on fire on the way to a 
call. Band-aiding it was just throwing money away, and was it worth the potential loss of life? 


Kerry Hunt stated that the Fire Department did a fine job. She wished to know if the Fire Department 
planned to use the Rescue Truck to transport citizens to the hospital. Deputy Chief Willinsky stated that 
they could transport if necessary, perhaps if two calls came in at the same time, or if Derry was unable to 
respond. Right now, he said, the Town has no options. They need to prepare for the unknown. 


One citizen stated that accidents cannot be predicted, and that all one can do is wait for the siren. Chester 
having its own ambulance will make help come more rapidly. 


Phil Gladu read aloud a letter from the parent of a car accident victim who had been helped by the Chester 
Fire Department. 


Michael Weider stated that he had been on the Board of Selectmen for three years, and they had asked 
Fire Chief Antoine to come up with a plan. He is simply doing what was asked of him. 
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Duaine Steinhoff from Sandown stated that he had been visiting Chester in the recent past and had 
suffered a cardiac arrest. The Chester Fire Department had arrived in short order and he was able to tell 
the Town about it tonight. He voiced his support for the Rescue Truck. 


The question as to Article #6 was called; a paper ballot was used. 
Yes: 147 / No: 42 Article #6 carries. 


Special Warrant Article #7: Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of sixty-seven 
thousand, one hundred twenty-one dollars ($67,121) to hire a new full-time officer for the Chester Police 
Department [with a salary of thirty-five thousand, three hundred sixty dollars ($35,360) per year, health 
insurance costs of twenty-four thousand, seventy-seven dollars ($24,077), a New Hampshire Retirement 
match of four thousand, four hundred eighty-four dollars ($4,484) and a full uniform and equipment cost 
of three thousand, two hundred dollars ($3,200)], said hiring to be conditioned upon the Selectmen 
receiving a grant for 100% of the officers salaries and benefits from the COPS Hiring Recovery Program 
Federal Grant which, if awarded, would provide salary and benefits for three (3) years and require the 
Town to retain the position awarded under the Grant for a period of one year (12 months) following the 
conclusion of grant funding.

Article #7 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 
A petition was received with the required five signatures to have this article decided by a paper ballot. 


Vice-Chairman Cannon and Police Chief Burke gave a presentation on the Town of Chester Police 
Department’s need for additional officers, and were available to answer any questions. 


Gary Chesney of the Budget Committee stated that the Budget Committee had recommended this article 
because it had little tax impact. They also required that it be a Warrant Article rather than in the budget, 
as they wished the cost to be clear to the Town. He also stated that this would become a long-term cost. 
The Chief and the Board of Selectmen want to add officers; other towns are reducing their force size and 
laying off. He stated that the current situation was much less expensive for the Town, and that perhaps 
the Chief should increase the part-time hourly rate in order to attract more part-timers. 


Dan Bouchard is the DARE officer and a part-timer. He stated that he was surprised by the lack of 
coverage in Chester. Part-timers may be cheaper, but full-timers can be better quality and more 
experience. He supports Articles #7 and #8, even though it means he might lose his position. 


Andrew Hadik stated that he was on the Board of Selectmen for six years, and had been the Police 
Department Liaison. He supports Articles #7 and #8; he would like to see improved nighttime coverage, 
and stated that part-time officers can be a revolving door. 


Ron Petrie asked if hiring two full-time officers would take care of the 50% scheduling gap that Chief 
Burke mentioned. Chief Burke stated that it would for the interim, and he would not be asking for more 
officers next year. These Articles would provide 5 nights a week overnight coverage. Mr. Petrie stated 
that he personally was not familiar with any of the Chester Police force, and Chief Burke said 


unfortunately it can be difficult for officers to get out of the office and meet citizens when they are short- 
staffed. 
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Budget Committee Chair Rhonda Lamphere asked Chief Burke what he had meant when he said part- 
timers restrict the ability of the force to respond in an emergency. Chief Burke used the ice storm as an 
example, stating that his part-timers all have regular, full-time jobs, and for those that are already 
involved in ‘first responder’ type jobs, they would be unable to respond to Chester emergencies. 


Road Agent Michael Oleson stated that he had recently had two property-related alarm events, and that he 
had to wait an hour for the State Police to respond. That would have been unacceptable if it had been an 
event with his family. He stated that in his position as Road Agent that he relied on the Police 
Department to let him know when to plow; they serve as his eyes and ears, as they are out on the roads. 
Without them, he has to canvas the roads constantly to keep abreast of conditions. He stated that in his 
experience, employees stay with a job longer when they have benefits, as full-timers will. 


Selectman Landau stated that he had been in Federal Law enforcement for 30 years. He stated that the 
grants mentioned in the Articles were known as COPS grants; they pay for an officer for three years 
(excluding uniform and equipment) and the Town agrees to pay for a fourth year. The grants are very 
popular and Chester is not guaranteed to receive them. That is why the Board included the full cost of 
both of these positions in their version of the budget. He stated that if the grants were received, the 
money not needed to cover those costs would go back into the surplus and be used to lower taxes. He 
stated that the Town’s infrastructure needed repairs, but that was not just mortar and bricks, but also 
services. 


Charlotte Lister stated that if one pays a better salary, one receives a better return. 


Jim Brown pointed out the part-time officers in the room, and stated that there was no question as to the 
quality of service that they provided. He asked Chief Burke if residency would be considered when 
hiring the new full-time officers. Chief Burke stated that his first plan was to promote from within, and 
then to go to local papers to advertise for local people. 


The question as to Article #7 was called; a paper ballot was used. 
Yes: 131 / No: 32 Article #7 carries. 
At this point, the Board of Selectmen took control of the meeting in order to present this year's awards. 


The Volunteers of the Year award was presented to Barbara Dolloff and Midge Gould. 

The Part-Time Employee of the Year award was presented to the Fire Department’s Erin Newnan. 

The Full-Time Employee of the Year was presented to Police Chief Bill Burke. 

A Team Lifesaving Award was given to four members of the Fire Department for their work on behalf of 
Duaine Steinhoff. 

Special thanks were given to Board of Selectmen Administrative Assistant Pat Martin. 


At the conclusion of this section, Moderator Michael Scott again took control of the Meeting.

Article #8 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 

A petition was received with the required five signatures to have this article decided by a paper ballot. 
Selectman Landau, speaking for the Board of Selectmen, stated that they would like to amend this article. 
They are concerned with the safety of the community. He would like to remove the contingency from 
Article #8, in order that even if the grant is not received, the Town may still hire a full-time officer. He 


again vowed that any monies not needed would be returned to the surplus in order to lower taxes. 


Selectman Landau moved that Article #8 be amended to read as follows: 


Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of sixty-seven thousand, one hundred twenty-one 
dollars ($67,121) to hire a seeend new full-time officer for the Chester Police Department [with a salary 
of thirty-five thousand, three hundred sixty dollars ($35,360) per year, health insurance costs of twenty- 
four thousand, seventy-seven dollars ($24,077), a New Hampshire Retirement match of four thousand, 
four hundred ese oe phe sabe ang a full esa one eae cost le three fetter two 





The motion was seconded, and open to discussion. 


Budget Committee Chair Lamphere stated that she had been unaware that the Board planned to amend 
this article; it appears that the Town would have to eat the entire cost of the officer. She stated that the 
Town was behind in many things, not just the police department, and that the tax impact will be $0.13 per 
thousand. 


Tim Jackson stated that he was against the amendment. 

Olive Ford stated that the cost of hiring an officer was a finite amount, but that one cannot gauge the cost 
of not hiring an officer. He stated that by approving Article #7, as it was contingent on receiving outside 
money, the Town had not actually voted for anything yet. 

Selectman Brown stated that the Board had put these two full-time police officer positions in the budget, 
as they believed that coverage was important. The Town may or may not get the grant, so at this point, it 


may not be able to hire an officer at all. He supports the amendment. 


The question as to the amendment was called; the voice vote was inconclusive. Moderator Scott called 
for a show of hands; the hand vote was in the affirmative and the article has been amended. 


The question as to Article #8 was called; a paper ballot was used. 


Yes: 85/ No: 59 Article #8 carries. 


Article #9: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the Budget Committee recommended sum of 
three million, one hundred seventy-nine thousand, nine hundred eighty-nine dollars ($3,179,989) for the

A petition was received with the required five signatures to have this article decided by a paper ballot. 


Road Agent Michael Oleson moved to amend the budget by reinstating his requested amount for plowing; 
the Budget Committee had cut it by $60k, to $65k; this amendment would raise that line from $65k to 
$125k, and the total Highway budget from $575,528 to $635,528. The motion was seconded. 


Budget Committee Chair Lamphere stated that the Winter Maintenance Fund, established in 2006, 
currently had $170k in it, as an additional $85k had been added in 2008, yet the fund had not been spent 
down previously. As those monies were intended to be used for plowing, using those monies in the 
upcoming winter would help spend the Winter Maintenance Fund down to the originally expected $85k. 
She also stated that the unreserved fund balance of over $1M could be used as a savings fund for 
emergencies, and therefore would be available if the plow line was overspent. She was against the 
proposed amendment. 


Sandy Clark stated that she was scandalized to hear that the snowplow drivers had received a $20 an hour 
raise, and that the Highway Budget was too large. She would like to get more for less. 


Michael Weider stated that the plan behind the Winter Maintenance Fund was to stabilize the tax rate, so 
using it was a good idea. He is also opposed to the proposed amendment. 


Road Agent Oleson stated that access of the Winter Maintenance Fund can be a cumbersome process, 
requiring Board of Selectmen approvals. 


The question was called as to the Amendment; the voice vote was in the negative. The Amendment to 
Article #9 fails and the wording remains that originally printed on the Warrant. 


The question as to Article #9 was called; a paper ballot was used. 


Yes: 101 / No: 16 Article #9 carries. 

Special Warrant Article #10: Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of thirty-nine 
thousand dollars ($39,000) to purchase a generator for the Fire Department and authorize the withdrawal 
of seventeen thousand five hundred dollars ($17,500) from the Capital Reserve Fund established for that 
purpose in 2008 and further to authorize the withdrawal of five thousand dollars ($5,000) from the 
Planning Board Offsite Account established in 1996 and designated for that purpose.

(Budget Committee Recommends) 


Article #10 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 
There was no discussion. 
The question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #10 carries. 


Special Warrant Article #11: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of fifty 
thousand dollars ($50,000) for the purchase and installation of two generators at the town offices, an 80 
Kw generator and a 50 Kw generator, in order to power the Chester Municipal Complex to include the 
Police Station and Multi-purpose Room for use as an Emergency Shelter. 


(Tax Impact .09) 
(Selectmen Recommend) 
(Budget Committee Recommends) 


Article #11 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 


Charlotte Lister stated that the school already has a generator, and that building was used as a shelter 
during the ice storm. What was the need for another one? She also asked where the generator was that 
the Seniors had bought. 


Fire Chief Antoine stated that the Multi Purpose Room was the state-approved shelter for the Town of 
Chester; the school was not qualified. The kitchen could not be used, and the generator power was 
limited. He also stated that the Seniors had bought their generator to be used at the Wason Pond 
Community Center. 


Chairman Hassam stated that during the ice storm, there was no power at the Police Department; no heat, 
hot water, nor lights. It was dangerous to arrest people in the dark; Town Government cannot run without 
heat and power. He is in favour of the article. 


Steve Tunberg asked about the price, stating that it seemed low. Chairman Hassam stated that he had 
thought so as well, but that this was the quote that had been received. 


The question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #11 carries. 
Special Warrant Article #12: Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of two hundred 
ninety-two thousand dollars ($292,000) for the repair of the Wason Pond Dam. 


(Tax Impact .51) 
(Selectmen Recommend) 
(Budget Committee Does Not Recommend) 


Article #12 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 


A written amendment had already been received for this article; this amendment would change the figure 
from $292,000 to $100,000. The amendment was moved and seconded. 


Selectman Landau gave a brief recap of the dam problems since the Mothers’ Day Floor of 2006. He also 
described the repairs suggested by the dam bureau and Dubois & King. Bids were solicited per Budget 
Committee instructions; four were received. The Wason Pond Dam is #12 on the state list for stimulus 
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funds; however, as DES does not have their own dam repair funds, just dam removal funds, the Federal 
Government will not provide the stimulus funds. 


Selectman Landau called Governor Lynch’s office for help; his assistant pointed him towards a House 
Bill that would provide funds to repair publicly owned dams, 65% state to 35% owner. If this bill passes, 
the Town’s share to repair the Wason Pond Dam would be ~$83k. He will be contacting Senators Gregg 
and Shaheen, and Representative Shea-Porter to encourage them to support this bill. He stated that if 
state funds were not received, he would see that all funds raised by this Warrant Article would be 
returned. Whether this article passes or not, the Town still needs to work with the Dam Bureau to prevent 
them from requiring that the dam be torn down. 


Colin Costine stated that this is the same last-minute issue every year. He would like to verify with the 
remainder of the Board of Selectmen that they would start working on the Dam issue right away and not 
wait until the last minute. 


Ron Petrie stated that he had been evacuated during the Mothers’ Day flood. He would like the entire 
amount raised to fix the dam and guarantee that it was fixed properly. 


Chuck Myette stated that this is a safety issue and that it needs to go forward. He asked how long the four 
bids are good for (unsure exactly, but at least through the end of the calendar year, per Selectman 
Landau). He is concerned that the work will be delayed another year. 


Chuck Heuer stated that the Budget Committee had not had a chance to review this new information. 
Tim Jackson stated that his preference would be to vote down the amendment, and table the article. 


The question was called as to the Amendment; the voice vote was in the negative. The Amendment to 
Article #12 fails and the wording remains that originally printed on the Warrant. 


Chuck Heuer stated that the Budget Committee did not believe that this was the year to incur the expenses 
to repair the dam. They would like written bids and a presentation before they could consider this 
expenditure. He stated that with current water levels, there was no safety issue. 


Chuck Myette stated that the water levels have been lowered as much as possible, but the dam could still 
be breached if the pond was in flood stage conditions. 


Selectman Landau stated that the Budget Committee had been told previously that he planned to lower the 
amount on the floor, and that this should not be a surprise. Additionally, the bids had been opened 
publicly on May 7" at 3:30pm, and were all available in the Board of Selectmen’s office for anyone to 
peruse or receive a copy. 


Selectman Landau moved to table the article; the motion was seconded. 
The question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #12 is tabled. 


Special Warrant Article #13: Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of thirty-three 
thousand dollars ($33,000) to purchase and fully equip a new police cruiser, and authorize the withdrawal 
of sixteen thousand five hundred dollars ($16,500) from the capital reserve fund established for that 
purpose. The balance of sixteen thousand five hundred dollars ($16,500) is to come from general 
taxation.

There was no discussion. 
The question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #13 carries. 
Special Warrant Article #14: Shall the Town raise and appropriate the sum of ten thousand two 
hundred two dollars ($10,202) for the purpose of purchasing five automated external defibrillators for the 
Chester Fire Department and authorize the Selectmen to accept and expend the Samuel Hunt Foundation 
Grant in the amount of five thousand one hundred and one dollars ($5,101). The balance of five thousand 
one hundred and one dollars ($5,101) to be raised by taxation.

Article #14 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 
There was no discussion. 


The question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #14 carries. 


Special Warrant Article #15: Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of ninety-five 
thousand dollars ($95,000) to purchase a 90 hp four-wheel drive close cab tractor with attachments for the 
Highway Department in order to maintain roads in the Town. 


(Tax Impact .17) 

(Selectmen Do Not Recommend) 

(Budget Committee Does Not Recommend) 

Article #15 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 

Road Agent Oleson moved to table the article; the motion was seconded. 

The question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #15 is tabled. 

Special Warrant Article #16: If Article #4 is not accepted, to see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of four hundred thousand dollars ($400,000) for the replacement of culverts on 
Edwards Mill Road and Halls Village Road. If Article # 4 passes, this warrant article shall become null 
and void. 

(Tax Impact .70) 

(Selectmen Do Not Recommend) 

(Budget Committee Does Not Recommend) 

Article #16 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 


Budget Committee Chair Lamphere stated that this article, if passed, would violate the 10% provision. 


Road Agent Oleson stated that this was the other option to get some major roadwork done. 
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Budget Committee Vice-Chair LaPorte stated that no bids had been received, and moved to table the 
article. The motion was seconded. 


The question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #16 is tabled. 


Special Warrant Article #17: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the establishment of a capital 
reserve fund under the provisions of RSA 35:1 for the future revaluation of the Town in 2011 and to raise 
and appropriate twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000) towards that purpose and to further designate the 
Board of Selectmen as agents to expend from this Fund. 


The constitution and statutes of the State of New Hampshire require that property subject to a tax based 
on value be revalued at least every five years. The Town last completed a Statistical Update in 2006 and 
is scheduled for assessment review in 2011.

Article #17 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 


Charlotte Lister stated that the Town could either pay the re-evaluation all at once, or pay it off a little at a 
time.

Special Warrant Article #18: Shall the Town vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund under the 
provisions of RSA 35:1 to be known as the North Pond Road and Route 102 Intersection Capital Reserve 
Fund for the purpose of funding an engineering study and raise and appropriate the sum of ten thousand 
dollars ($10,000.00) to be placed in this fund and further appoint the Board of Selectmen as agents to 
expend from this Fund.

(Budget Committee Does Not Recommend) 


Article #18 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 


Charlotte Lister is a member of the Highway Safety Committee, which met with the State, and says 
something must be done about this intersection. 


The Budget Committee moved to amend the article to disallow the Board of Selectmen to make spending 
decisions on this fund; the motion was seconded. 


Budget Committee Chair Lamphere stated that the Budget Committee does not recommend this article; 
that there are many requests for funding, and this one should wait for another year. 


The question was called as to the Amendment; the voice vote was in the affirmative. The Amendment to 
Article #18 carries and the wording is now as follows: 


Shall the Town vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund under the provisions of RSA 35:1 to be known as 
the North Pond Road and Route 102 Intersection Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of funding an 
engineering study and raise and appropriate the sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00) to be placed in 
this fund ae eae Bette se ee eS He ed, 
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Gene Charron stated that there is much building going on on North Pond Road, and described typical 
traffic problems at that intersection. He stated that it is dangerous. 


Gene Method stated that this intersection was on the Southern New Hampshire Planning Commission’s 
10-year list for the Department of Transportation to review and repair. 


Andrew Hadik stated that he was a member of the Planning Board and that this article was intended to be 
proactive. It would get an engineering study underway, and get the state involved. 


Budget Committee Member Steve D’Angelo asked about the use of impact fees from the new 
development, and stated that other intersections, such as the 102/121 one, are just as dangerous. 


Gene Methot stated that that intersection was also on the 10-year list. 


Andrew Hadik stated that the 102/121 intersection was the responsibility of the state, and that although 
impact fees would be collected from new development, that was for the future, and the problem exists 
now. He would like the Town to get in line for state funds. 


The question was called; the voice vote was in the negative. Article #18 fails. 


Special Warrant Article #19: Shall the Town vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund under the 
provisions of RSA 35:1 to be known as the Recreation Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of funding 
all recreation projects outlined in the Capital Improvements Program and raise and appropriate the sum of 
one dollar ($1.00) to be placed in this fund and further appoint the Chester Board of Selectmen as agents 
to expend from this Fund.

Article #19 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 


The Budget Committee again moved to amend the article to disallow the Board of Selectmen to make 
spending decisions on this fund; the motion was seconded. 


Selectman Landau stated that if this amendment were to pass, any monies to be added to the fund would 
require a Town Meeting. 


The question was called as to the Amendment; the voice vote was in the affirmative. The Amendment to 
Article #19 carries and the wording is now as follows: 


Shall the Town vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund under the provisions of RSA 35:1 to be known as

Linda Elliott stated that as a Trustee of the Trust Fund, she is loathe to do the accounting necessary to 
track a fund containing $1. 


The question was called; the voice vote was in the negative. Article #19 fails. 


Special Warrant Article #20: Shall the Town vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund under the 
provisions of RSA 35:1 to be known as the Road Improvement Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of 
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funding road projects outlined in the Capital Improvements Program and raise and appropriate the sum of 
ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00) to be placed in this fund and further appoint the Chester Board of 
Selectmen as agents to expend from this Fund. 


(Tax Impact .02) 
(Selectmen Recommend) 
(Budget Committee Does Not Recommend) 


Article #20 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 


The Budget Committee again moved to amend the article to disallow the Board of Selectmen to make 
spending decisions on this fund; the motion was seconded. 


Richard LeBlanc stated that it was pointless to have a Board of Selectmen if they were not allowed to 
spend monies. Budget Committee Vice-Chair LaPorte disagreed, stating that the voters are the legislative 
body, not the Board of Selectmen. 


The question was called as to the Amendment; the voice vote was in the affirmative. The Amendment to 
Article #20 carries and the wording is now as follows: 


Shall the Town vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund under the provisions of RSA 35:1 to be known as 
the Road Improvement Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of funding road projects outlined in the 
Capital Improvements Brosranial and raise and BlaPETODriateat hia sum nm ONtE ten mupousang Gollars aan 10,000. ona 
to be placed in this fund ands cep HHH rete Bode SLAs Arana pee ;

Article #21: Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate one hundred nine thousand, one hundred sixty- 
nine dollars ($109,169) for road improvement programs to be recommended by the Highway Department 
and approved by the Board of Selectmen and authorize the Selectmen to accept and expend the Highway 
Block Grant in the amount of one hundred nine thousand, one hundred sixty-nine dollars ($109,169) to 
offset this appropriation. 


(Total Tax Impact .00) 
(Selectmen Recommend) 
(Budget Committee Does Not Recommend) 


Article #21 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 

Chris Hadik of the Budget Committee stated that the Budget Committee did not recommend this article, a 
as it was confusing. He asked, rhetorically, if it removed monies from revenue, in which case it would 
increase taxes, or if it gave the Road Agent more money, which would also increase taxes. 


The question was called; the voice vote was in the negative. Article #21 fails. 


After consultation with Town Counsel, Selectman Brown moved to reconsider Article 21; the motion was 
seconded. Moderator Scott stated that discussion was not allowed. The question was called; the voice 
vote was in the negative. Article #21 will not be reconsidered. 


Budget Committee Chair Lamphere moved to overrule the Moderator; the motion was seconded. The 
question was called; the voice vote was inconclusive. Moderator Scott called for a show of hands; the 
show of hands vote was inconclusive. The Supervisors of the Checklist counted the raised hands; the 
vote was 43 to 28 to overrule the Moderator. 
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Budget Committee Chair Lamphere moved to reconsider Article 21; the motion was seconded. 
Moderator Scott again stated that discussion was not allowed. The question was called; the voice vote 
was in the negative. Article #21 will not be reconsidered. 


Budget Committee Chair Lamphere stated that it was Moderator Scott’s duty to ensure that the Town 
knows what it is voting for, and by disallowing discussion, he had failed. Moderator Scott stated that 
there is no discussion on a motion to reconsider. 


Budget Committee Vice-Chair LaPorte moved to overrule the Moderator on his ruling that there be no 
discussion on a motion to reconsider, quoting RSA 40:4-b, and called for a recount, quoting RSA 40:4-a I 
(b); the motion was seconded. The question was called; the voice vote was in the negative. The 
Moderator will not be overruled; there will be no recount. Moderator Scott stated that the only way to 
proceed at this point would be to vote to suspend the rules. 


Gene Charron moved that the rules be suspended; the motion was seconded. The question was called; the 
voice vote was inconclusive. Mr. Charron called for a show of hands; the Supervisors of the Checklist 
counted raised hands. The hand vote was 42 in favour and 21 against suspending the rules; the rules will 
be suspended. Moderator Scott stepped away from the podium. 


Budget Committee Chair Lamphere stated that Town Counsel Graham had indicated that there was a 
problem with the original vote on Article 21, and she would like him to speak. Town Counsel Graham 
stated that there was a “no means no” rule, which states that no monies may be appropriated towards an 
article that has failed; therefore, as Article 21 had failed, the Town would be unable to accept the block 
grant monies. He suggested that the Article be amended to $1, and reconsidered. 


Richard LeBlanc stated that apparently this issue was caused by a power struggle between the Budget 
Committee and the Board of Selectmen, and spoke in support of the Board. 


Chris Hadik stated that this was not the intent; Budget Committee Vice-Chair LaPorte also disagreed. He 
again quoted RSA 40:4-b, Questioning a Vote — When any vote, other than by ballot, declared by the 
moderator or other officer presiding shall, immediately and before any other business is begun, be 
questioned in writing or orally by 7 or more of the voters present, the moderator or other officer 
presiding shall retake the vote by secret ""yes--no" ballot. He asked that the vote for reconsideration be 
recounted, and that the article be amended from $109,169 to $1, in order to avoid running the risk of “no 


means no”. He asked that six people agree with him, and at least that number responded. 


Vice-Chairman Cannon moved to amend Article 21 by changing the sum of $109,169 to $1; the motion 
was seconded. 


A citizen asked why this article was necessary at all; Budget Committee Vice-Chair LaPorte stated that he 
was not sure, but that apparently Town Counsel Graham believed it to be so. The speaker asked that the 
article be tabled. However, at this point in the proceedings, this cannot be done. 


Andrew Hadik stated that the amendment and the Article must be voted upon in order not to lose the 
block grant; it was simply a procedural error. 


The question was called as to the Amendment; the voice vote was in the affirmative. The Amendment to 
Article #21 carries and the wording is now as follows:

The rules were unsuspended; Moderator Scott returned to the podium. 


Special Warrant Article #22: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of five 
thousand, eight hundred forty-five dollars ($5,845) for the purpose of providing public, educational, and 
government access television in the Town of Chester. Said funds to be withdrawn from the Special 
Revenue Fund established as the “PACT” Fund (Warrant Article 29, May 14, 2003), separate from the 
General Fund.

Article #22 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 

The question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #22 carries. 

Special Warrant Article #23: Shall the Town raise and appropriate the sum of forty thousand dollars 
($40,000) to replace four boilers and repair the boiler room in the Chester Municipal Complex. This sum 
to come from the unreserved fund balance and no amount to be raised by taxation. 

(Tax Impact .00) 

(Selectmen Recommend) 

(Budget Committee Recommends) 


Article #23 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 


Selectman Brown stated that funds had been appropriated for this purpose last year, but had been allowed 
to lapse and had gone into the fund balance. This article simply moved the same funds back out. 


The question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #23 carries. 

Article #24: Shall the Town authorize the Board of Selectmen to enter into a five-year lease with the 
United States Postal Service for 1862 square feet on the first floor of the Ruth Ray Building with 
appropriate curtilage on such terms and conditions as the Selectmen determine are in the best interests of 
the Town. 

Article #24 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 

The question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #24 carries. 

Article #25: Shall the Town authorize the Board of Selectmen to enter into a lease with Gary and Sharon 
Welch for the amount of one dollar ($1.00) per year for Town-owned land on Map 17, Lot 7, (for use as a 


driveway) for as long as the present occupants reside on said property or 10 years whichever is less. 


Article #25 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 
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A motion was made to amendment this article, changing the term of this lease from 10 to 5 years; the 
motion was seconded. 


Gary Welch stated that this article was simply an extension of an existing lease; nothing else had 
changed. 


Chairman Hassam spoke in favor of the amendment, stating that it gave the Town more control. 


The question was called as to the Amendment; the voice vote was inconclusive. Moderator Scott called 
for a show of hands; the hand vote was inconclusive. The Supervisors of the Checklist counted the raised 
hands; the vote was 28 for and 37 against. The Amendment to Article #25 fails and the wording 
remains the same. 


Charlotte Lister asked exactly what property this lease was for. Chairman Hassam stated that it was a 
piece of land approximately 60’ x 60’. Ms. Lister stated that she was opposed that amount of land; that 
enough only for a driveway was acceptable, and that $1 a year was an insufficient amount. 


A citizen stated that it would be unconscionable for this article to fail; the Welches need access to their 
home. 


The question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #25 carries. 


Article #26: To see if the Town will adopt the National Incident Management System (NIMS) as the 
common foundation for incident management, coordination and support activities. If NIMS is adopted, 
all Town departments, offices and agencies responsible for managing and/or supporting incident response 
and disaster operations shall incorporate into their planning, training, and operations the NIMS as 
prescribed by the United States Department of Homeland Security and the Town would officially adopt 
ICS (Incident Command System) for command and control of all incident response operations. 


(Total Tax Impact $0) 

Article #26 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 

Charlotte Lister asked for an explanation of this Article. Steve Tunberg explained that it was a 
housekeeping issue, suggested by Homeland Security. If this Article carries, it will enhance the success 
of grant applications. 

The question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #26 carries. 

Article #27: Shall the Town adopt the provisions of RSA 32:5 V-a to require all votes of the Board of 
Selectmen and the Budget Committee relative to budget items or warrant articles be recorded votes and 
that the numeric tally on such vote be printed in the Town Warrant next to the affected warrant article? 


Article #27 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 


Andrew Hadik spoke in support of this Article, stating that knowing how many of the Budget Committee 
or Board of Selectmen supported or opposed an article would be a clue to the taxpayer. 


The question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #27 carries. 


Article #28: Submitted by Citizens’ Petition 
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To see if the Town will vote to discontinue that portion of Bald Hill Road pursuant to RSA 231:43 being 
that portion that runs from Lane Road northeasterly to the Raymond Town line, bounded on the northwest 
by Tax Map 12 Lot 3 and the southeast by Tax Map 12 Lots 5 & 5-1 and further to authorize the 
Selectmen to convey the discontinued portion of the road to the abutting landowners. 

Article #28 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 


Charlotte Lister spoke in opposition of closing Class Six roads. She stated that it is a public right of way 
and a trail system for the Town. She was opposed to giving it away. 


John Lamphere also spoke in opposition of this Article, stating that the “abutting landowners” referenced 
was really just one landowner, and it would allow him enough land to carve another building lot out of his 


property. 


Leroy Scott stated that the road in question is a fire road, and he was surprised that the Fire Department 
had not spoken out against it. 


Vice-Chairman Cannon stated that the petitioner was not in attendance and therefore unable to speak to 
the article; he moved that it be tabled. The motion was seconded. The question was called; the voice vote 
was in the affirmative. Article #28 is tabled. 


Article #29: To transact any other business that may legally come before the Town. 


(Selectmen recommend) 
(If passed, this will have no tax impact) 


Gene Charron spoke approvingly of this year’s Town Report. 

Andrew Hadik expressed concern that a citizen had believed there was animosity between the Board of 
Selectmen and the Budget Committee; he stated that the Budget Committee merely wished to give the 
Town, not the Board, control over spending. 

Moderator Scott stated that this had been an excellent Town Meeting and wished all a good night. 


No further business under Article #29 was raised. 


A motion was made to adjourn the meeting; the motion was seconded. The voice vote was in the 
affirmative; so moved. The 2009 Town Meeting was adjourned at 12:59am.

Front Cover Narrative 
Chester Rescue I 





Featured on our front cover is Chester’s newest truck, Chester Rescue |. We would like to thank 
the residents for their overwhelming support for the purchase of this piece of apparatus. Over 
the past decade, it had become clear that our previous rescue/mini pumper truck, Engine 3 was 
no longer efficiently serving the growing emergency needs of our residents. It had served the 
Town well over many years, but was requiring repeated repairs and had to be taken out of service 
often. A little over 2 years ago, we formed a truck committee to consider the current needs of 
the Town and to determine what kind of truck would best serve those needs. The committee 
spoke to and visited other departments who had recently been through the process of buying a 
new rescue. The committee researched options and contacted manufacturers who brought in 
several demos for us to drive and to compare. At the end of the first year, a truck specification 
was written up, quoted on, and presented to the Town for approval at the May 2009 Town 
Meeting. Thanks to your support, we were able to move forward with the purchase of your new 
rescue. Manufacturing of the truck took eight months. In February, Chief Antoine and Lt. 
Wunderly were flown down to North Carolina by the manufacturer to inspect the truck and make 
any final changes. The truck was delivered three weeks later. After many volunteer hours put in 
by the members of the Chester Fire Department to install equipment and stock supplies, Chester 
Rescue 1 was officially put into service on March 1, 2010. 


The State of New Hampshire has licensed Chester Rescue 1 to run at the Advanced Life Support 
(ALS) or Paramedic level and to provide transport of patients if needed. This is the first time in 
the history of the Chester Fire Department that we have earned the privilege of running at the 
highest level of EMS care. This was accomplished through dedication to training, certification, 
and mastery of skills by the members of the Department. 


Already, in the first month of service, Chester Rescue | has proven to be invaluable in servicing 
our community. Not only has it made getting to medical calls easier, it has also allowed us to 
provide the best care for our patients. We have access to advanced equipment, more supplies, 
and an environmentally controlled space in which we can treat our patients. You may recall the 
amount of rain and wind we had in March. There were multiple medical calls in which we were 
able to bring our patients out of the weather and provide them with care and privacy. In addition, 
Chester Rescue 1 has been used for care and rehab of our firefighters during a structure fire 
incident that lasted the better part of a day. Our EMS personnel and residents alike have already 
recognized the significant difference it makes in our ability to care for our patients. 


The thought and attention to detail that went into this project will ensure that Chester Rescue l 
will serve the needs of the Town of Chester now and for many years to come.
